Fire of 
hate in 
Alabama 

by Bob Roehr 


A n oily residue scars the dirt road 
where people wade into Pecker- 
wood Creek to be baptized. The 
smell of brimstone and charred flesh 
still rises faintly from what was a fu¬ 
neral pyre of old tires. This is where 
another chapter of anti-gay hate 
played out, on February 19, and Billy 
Jack Gaither’s life came to an end. 

Sylacauga, Alabama is about an 
hour’s drive southeast of Birming¬ 
ham, just another quiet small town in 
the rural South. Its single traffic light 
blinks only a yellow caution. Gaither, 
39, lived at home with his parents, 
helping to care for his disabled father. 
He was respected at work, well-liked 
at The Tavern, a straight country 
music bar where he would dance with 
friends, shoot pool, and nurse a Bud 
Light or two. 

He was gay, in a low-key sort of 
way. His friends knew, or suspected; 
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Killing of Alabama gay 
man draws sharp reaction

B eaten, thrown into the trunk of his 
own car, driven to a remote location, 
castrated, clubbed to death with an ax 
handle, then burned atop old tires 
doused in kerosene. The February 19 killing 
of a 39-year gay man - news and details of 
the incident released only last Thursday, 
March 4 - in Sylacauga, Alabama allegedly 
by two men has once again shocked the na¬ 
tion and drawn reactions of anger and hor¬ 
ror, serving as a painful reminder of the sick¬ 
ening frequency of hate crimes against gays. 

Steven Eric Mullins, 25, and Charles 
Monroe Butler Jr., 21, were arrested last week 
and charged with murder in the killing of 
Billy Jack Gaither. Mullins and Butler were 
each held on $500,000 bail after confessing 
to the crimes to police. Authorities reported 
Gaither’s murder was premeditated, a twist¬ 
ed plan that Mullins and Butler worked on 
together for two weeks. 

Mullins, a skinhead “wannabe,” according 
to reports from town’s people in Sylacauga, 
was homophobic and racist and taunted lo¬ 
cals at bars and restaurants. Butler, a high 
school drop-out who met Mullins several 
years ago, began hanging out with Mullins 
only a month ago, joining him in random 
acts of bullying around the town. 

Phillip Meeks, an openly gay man who 
for the past three years has lived in San Fran¬ 
cisco and was a close friend to Gaither, met 
Mullins a few years ago in Sylacauga and 
knew him to be hostile and openly homo- 
phobic. He did not know Butler. 

“I remember seeing Mullins in the bars in 
Sylacauga and remember him saying bad 
things about gays and being against gays.” 
Meeks told the Bay Area Reporter.

Stonewall

T hirty searchlights and three miles of 
pink lights will circle Lake Merritt 
this September 1, when the official 
celebration commemorating the 30th 
anniversary of New York’s Stonewall Rebel¬ 
lion takes place on the West Coast, in Oak¬ 
land. The ambitious project is in the 
fundraising and volunteer recruitment phase 
right now, as organizers have started pro¬ 
moting the six-day event that will close with 
a gay pride “ferry parade” on the water at 
Jack London Square. 

Other events planned for September 1-6 
are concerts - including the first gay pride 
concert performed by the Oakland Sympho¬ 
ny, a gay pride theme park spreading out 
over 12 blocks of downtown Oakland, a dis¬ 
play of the AIDS Memorial Quilt, a gay sum¬ 
mit for public officials, and the Stonewall 30 
gala dinner event. 

Toward the end of September, the 
Stonewall anniversary celebration will contin-

without laws prohibiting hate crimes against 
homosexuals. Meeks left Alabama for that 
reason. He feels safe in San Francisco, but 
knows that feeling safe is more than moving 
to a town where the tolerance level is higher 
than in some other place. 

“In my hometown of Sylacauga,” said 
Meeks, “you can’t be gay and be yourself. You 
have to be closeted, if you want to stay alive. 
If you want to be yourself you have to drive 
to Birmingham [40 miles from Sylacauga], 
But then you still can only be yourself at the 
bars. You are stuck to the bars. There are a 
lot of people in my hometown that hate gays 
and blacks alike.” 

Meeks explained that Gaither was not 
open about his sexuality in Sylacauga. In fact, 
Gaither’s own parents did not know he was

Anti-violence group 
gets $50k from supes

T he Intergroup Clearing¬ 
house, a local anti-violence 
agency, is on track to get 
some additional funds, after the 
San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors gave final approval Monday, 
March 8 to a $50,000 funding re¬ 
quest by board President Tom 
Ammiano. The request now goes 
to Mayor Willie Brown, who’s ex¬ 
pected to sign the legislation. 

The city funds will help Inter¬ 
group Clearinghouse increase its 
outreach, assistance, and preven¬ 
tion efforts. The agency provides 
assistance to individuals and com¬ 
munities that are facing violence 
or threats of violence because of 
real or perceived race, gender, sex¬ 
ual orientation, national origin, 
language, immigration status, or 
other characteristics. 

The agency is small - its annu¬ 
al budget is around $180,000 - 
and Jill Tregor, executive director, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
extra city funds will be spent 
quickly. “It’s money in this fiscal 
year, so in the next couple of 
months, we’ll create awareness of 


us, get our voice mail system 
multi-lingual, and get the word 
out.” 

Tregor said Intergroup Clear¬ 
inghouse complements work done 
by Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence (CUAV), which targets the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community. 

In the last year, San Francis¬ 
cans have learned the details of 
the gruesome death of James Byrd 
in Texas at the hands of racists, 
and the homophobic murder of 
Wyoming college student 
Matthew Shepard. Just last week, 
it was reported that Alabama res¬ 
ident Billy Jack Gaither was mur¬ 
dered because he was gay. (See 
story, page one.) 

Locally, incidents such as the 
recent violent attack of an 
African-American student out¬ 
side Kezar Stadium and the sec¬ 
ond attack on gay student Adam 
Colton in Novato highlighted the 
fact that San Francisco and the 
Bay Area must face intolerance in 
its own midst, Ammiano said. 

“Intergroup Clearinghouse is 
the only organization in San 
Francisco that provides assistance 
to victims of all kinds of hate vio¬ 


lence,” Ammiano said. “It is im¬ 
portant for the city to take a stand 
against intolerance, and provide a 
helping hand to anyone who has 
had to face prejudice and bigotry 
on a personal level.” 

Tregor added, “The work of 
Intergroup Clearinghouse is a 
partnership of public and private 
concerns. We are excited to have 
the city commit to addressing 
hate violence at a time of growing 
local and national concern for the 
problem. It is important for the 
city, law enforcement, and the 
community to work together to 
address this problem.” 

Intergroup Clearinghouse was 
founded in 1979 by former Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein, the director of 
the Human Rights Commission, 
and community leaders con¬ 
cerned about inter-community 
tensions. Since 1990 it has coordi¬ 
nated San Francisco’s hate vio¬ 
lence prevention and assistance 
program. ▼

atina lesbian Lucrecia 
Bermudez announced she’s 

" running for mayor of San 
Francisco, joining candidate Jim 
Reid as the second openly gay per¬ 
son to seek the job. Bermudez 
used International Women’s Day 
- Monday, March 8 - to declare 
her candidacy and immediately 
challenged Mayor Willie Brown to 
a debate. 

While the mayor was in his of¬ 
fice, he did not come but to meet 
Bermudez and accept her letter. 
She proposed a series of 11 de¬ 
bates between now and the No¬ 
vember 2 election; one debate in 
each of the new supervisorial dis¬ 
tricts. All candidates would be in¬ 
vited, she said. 

“I cannot think of a better op¬ 
portunity to announce my candi¬ 
dacy for mayor of San Francisco 
than the day we celebrate the 
courage, decisiveness, and stub¬ 
bornness of women to acquire 
equality, fight for social justice, 
political representation, and real 
empowerment,” Bermudez said 
outside City Hall, where she was 
surrounded by about 10 support¬ 
ers. 

Bermudez, a progressive, has 
been unsuccessful in several at¬ 
tempts for public office, including 
two runs for supervisor and a run 
for city treasurer. Last November, 
Bermudez received over 24,000 
votes when she ran for supervisor. 
Monday, Bermudez was critical of 
Brown, and another announced 
candidate, former political con¬ 
sultant Clint Reilly. 

“Both Brown and Reilly are of¬ 
fering themselves as the ‘transi¬ 
tion’ from today’s San Francisco 
to a different, whiter, more afflu¬ 
ent but economically underdevel¬ 
oped dormitory of the upper 
middle class and the rich,” she 
said. “Neither Brown, who has 
been in power for over three

years, nor Reilly, who has pre¬ 
pared for the electoral campaign 
for over a year, have the answer 
for the economic downturn that 
will hit the city in the next year or 
so as a result of a worldwide eco¬ 


nomic crisis.’ 

Bermudez also emphasized 
that she will not focus on the 
troubled Muni public transporta¬ 
tion system. She added, however, 
that she does support creating a 
downtown district assessment tax, 
designated streets for mass tran¬ 
sit, and alternative means of 
transportation. “Muni is not the 
only problem in the city,” she said. 

Bermudez was also critical of 
the Brown administration and 
Reilly on the homeless issue. 
“Both Brown and Reilly support 
the present mean-spirited offen¬ 
sive against the homeless, of 
pushing them out of downtown 
and into the neighborhoods, of 
harassing them and criminalizing 
their poverty,” said Bermudez. 
“While Supervisor Amos Brown is 
the appointed hatchet man, 
[mayor] Brown has insisted on 
implementing that strategy. Reil¬ 
ly even goes beyond that and pro¬ 
poses to crack down on General 
Assistance recipients.” ▼

LAVA Awards dinner Sat.

T f t he Bay Area Career 

Women’s (BACW) seventh 
annual Lesbians of Achieve¬ 
ment, Vision and Action (LAVA) 
Awards will be held this Saturday, 
March 13, at the Hyatt Regency in 
San Francisco. 

Comediennes Karen Williams 
and Suzy Berger will entertain 
and host the event, which in¬ 
cludes a silent auction and danc¬ 
ing to the music of Second Wind. 

Three outstanding local les¬ 
bians will be honored with LAVA 
Awards, all of whom are advo¬ 
cates for improved health care: 
Dr. Nanette Gartrell, Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez, and Nicole Schapiro. 

Gartrell is a practicing psychi¬ 
atrist and mental health re¬ 
searcher. Formerly the first open¬ 
ly lesbian faculty member at Har¬ 
vard Medical School, she has ad¬ 
vanced numerous interests of les¬ 
bian health care through her ad¬ 
vocacy and research. She was the 
keynote speaker at the first na¬ 
tional lesbian physicians confer¬ 
ence. 

However, Gartrell is probably 
best known in local lesbian circles 
for organizing the annual butch- 
femme tennis tournament for five 
years, which raised close to 
$100,000 for Lyon-Martin Health 
Services. 

Hernandez, a Latina lesbian, 
first became known as a public 


health leader. Beginning her ca¬ 
reer with the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health as a 
resident at San Francisco General 
Hospital, she later became deputy 
director of Community Health 
Services and AIDS at San Francis¬ 
co’s AIDS Office. 

In January 1994 Hernandez be¬ 
came San Francisco’s health direc¬ 
tor; she held that post until June 
1997, when she announced her res¬ 
ignation to become director and 
chief executive officer of the San 
Francisco Foundation, the nation’s 
fifth largest community-based 
foundation, which disperses $25 
million in grants to nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations throughout the Bay 
Area. Despite her job in the non¬ 
profit sector, Hernandez remains 
active in the health care arena, serv¬ 
ing on numerous federal, state, and 
local medical advisory committees, 
while maintaining an active clinical 
practice at San Francisco General 
Hospital’s AIDS clinic. 

Schapiro was the founder of 
BACW, the largest lesbian busi¬ 
ness networking organization in 
the world. Honored in 1998 as 
the U.S. Small Business Adminis¬ 
tration’s Woman Business Advo¬ 
cate of the Year, and author of the 
best-selling book Negotiating for 
Your Life: Strategies for Women, 
she has mentored and taught les¬ 
bians and other women in devel¬ 
oping business skills for more 
than two decades. 

A breast cancer survivor, 


Schapiro is active in the fight 
against the disease, and is on the 
board of the Breast Cancer Fund. 
She has also active on numerous 
other community boards, includ¬ 
ing the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights and the Genard AIDS 
Foundation. 

The annual LAVA Awards din¬ 
ner is a fundraiser for A Fund of 
Our Own, a lesbian philanthrop¬ 
ic fund that in 1998 provided 
$20,000 in grants to a dozen non¬ 
profit organizations to serve Bay 
Area lesbians. A Fund of Our 
Own is administered by the Hori¬ 
zons Foundation, a local group 
supporting programs for Bay 
Area lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender services. 

BACW will also be holding a 
meeting of the Networking 
Group on Wednesday, March 17, 
at 6 p.m. at the Queen Anne 
Hotel.

Berkeley looks at domestic partners law

|g|p he city of Berkeley may fol¬ 
low San Francisco in ap- 
§§ proving a law requiring 
companies that contract 
with the city to offer benefits to 
domestic partners of employees if 
they offer the benefits to employ¬ 
ee spouses. At the City Council 
meeting Tuesday, March 9, open¬ 
ly gay Councilmember Kriss Wor¬ 
thington, Mayor Shirley Dean, 
and others introduced a measure 
asking the City Attorney’s office to 
draft legislation similar to San 
Francisco’s landmark ordinance. 

The motion passed unani¬ 
mously despite a letter of opposi¬ 
tion from the Berkeley Chamber 
of Commerce. Worthington told 
the Bay Area Reporter that he’ll be 
meeting with chamber members 
soon, and he’s already given cham¬ 
ber staff information about the 
San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce’s support of that city’s law. 

“I think we can work together

on this,” Worthington said. 

Worthington said members of 
the East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democ¬ 
ratic Club worked on the matter, 
including his onetime challenger 
for the city council seat, George 
Beier. They jointly requested the 
legislation. 


“We hope that our partnership 
demonstrates the cooperative 
spirit of the entire gay and lesbian 
community of Berkeley,” Wor¬ 
thington and Beier stated. “We 
have purposely requested co¬ 
sponsorship by two progressives 
and two moderates to reflect the 
broad base support throughout 
the city.” 

Joining Worthington and 
Dean in co-sponsoring the re¬ 
quest were Vice Mayor Maudelle 
Shirek and Councilwoman Diane 
Woolley. 

The council asked that pro¬ 
posed legislation and an analysis 
be brought to them within six 
months. This year marks the 15th 
anniversary of Berkeley’s pioneer¬ 
ing ordinance that extended do¬ 
mestic partner benefits to city em¬ 
ployees - the first such legislation 
in the world. Proponents of the 
proposal said further progress is 
necessary in the wider society for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender citizens to be treated with 
basic equality and fairness. T

Gay man settles 
claim with state

'*'* gay man who suffered five 
years of anti-gay job harass- 
W""m ment from his supervisor at 
the state Department of Health 
Services (DHS) has successfully 
settled the claim, attorney Robert 
Lazo announced Monday, March 1. 

Conley Greene, who worked in 
the Sacramento-based personal 
injury insurance claims division 
of the state agency was allegedly 
harassed from 1992 to 1997 by his 
supervisor who waged a cam¬ 
paign of intimidation that includ¬ 
ed physical threats as well as name 
calling and other forms of bias, 
according to Lazo. 

Greene was repeatedly called a 
“faggot,” “fairy,” and other anti¬ 
gay epithets in addition to the 
physical intimidation, Lazo said. 

“It was an extremely hostile 
work environment. He took a lot 
of crap for having to file the com¬ 
plaint,” Lazo said. 

The supervisor’s disregard for 
laws protecting gay state employ¬ 
ees from abuse included scrawling 
anti-gay comments on posters 


that employers are required by 
law to publicly post to inform 
workers of their rights, and state 
laws prohibiting discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orientation. 

“He [the supervisor] would 
scrawl anti-gay comments on the 
Employee Equal Opportunity 
posters in the lunchroom. It was 
pretty bad,” Lazo told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Greene began documenting 
the alleged harassment by then- 
supervisor Doug Vessey after 
complaining to no avail and con¬ 
tacted the DHS EEO unit about 
the alleged mistreatment. 

Although Greene stepped for¬ 
ward, Lazo noted that he was not 
the only gay worker who had been 
harassed by the employer, but said 
other gay workers were “less 
open” about their sexual orienta¬ 
tion and were reluctant to com¬ 
plain. 

“It’s extremely damaging for 
an employee to suffer this kind of 
harassment and then to have to 
bring a complaint while still 
working in the unit,” Lazo said. 

Although Greene had consis¬ 
tently complained about the abuse, 


the state was slow to respond to his 
complaint. There were a series of 
memos that were spaced “weeks 
and weeks apart,” and seemed to 
go nowhere until the formal inves¬ 
tigation 1997. The state’s investiga¬ 
tions unit found that Greene and 
other workers had been mistreat¬ 
ed by the supervisor. 

After an offer of transfer did 
not seem to adequately address 
the abuse, Greene subsequently 
filed a lawsuit about the mistreat¬ 
ment in Sacramento County Su¬ 
perior Court. 

Ironically, after the state ruled 
in Greene’s favor, Vessey unsuc¬ 
cessfully filed his own lawsuit, 
charging that he should not have 
been disciplined as a result of 
Greene’s complaint. 

Greene’s settlement included a 
substantial monetary award and 
he is currently working in anoth¬ 
er DHS unit. 

“He’s very pleased,” Lazo said. T

vides anonymous HIV testing and 
street-based community outreach 
to Tenderloin residents in parks, 
streets, single residency occupan¬ 
cy hotels, and the agency’s late 
night drop-in center. 

With an annual budget of 
$740,000 and 14 employees, the 
nonprofit group is relies primari¬ 
ly on public funds, according to 
Causey. 

TARC is well known for its 
non-exclusionary client policies 
and serves many people with 
HIV/AIDS that other agencies are 
not able to reach, including active 
substance abusers and people who 
are not able to comply with med¬ 
ication adherence requirements 
and other issues, Causey said.

e are a community. Every pebble in 
the stream. Another brutal killing 
of one of our number, Billy Jack 
Gaither. Gaither’s tortured dead body was 
found in Peckerwood Creek, the same creek 
in which he was baptized as a child. He was 
a religious man, went to his family’s Baptist 
church every Sunday, sang in the church 
choir, and read the Bible every night before 
he went to bed. 

At a memorial service Tuesday night for 
Gaither at the Metropolitan Community 
Church in Birmingham, anti-gay Baptist 
minister Fred Phelps arrived with more 
than 100 demonstrators, protesting the 
memorial service because Gaither was gay, 
because more than 300 members of the gay 
community gathered to mourn the loss of 
one of our own. 

Phelps carried a sign reading “Gaither is 
now in Hell.” The poor reverend doesn’t 
seem to understand that, according to the 
word of God and church law, once a man 
has been baptized he is forever protected by 
the Lord and will be welcomed at the gates 
of heaven on judgment day. Baptism saves, 
unconditionally. Phelps seems to be twist¬ 
ing the word of God, perhaps nullifying his 
own baptism. 

We are a community. Lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender (LGBT). Often it is dif¬ 
ficult to find the unity of the LGBT com¬ 
munity because we choose to fight our own 
battles. Lesbians stick with themselves, gay 
men surround themselves with other gay 
men. Bisexuals are somewhat less noticeable 
and, when they desire same-sex sex, are, 
mainly, in the company of other gays or les¬ 
bians. The transgender community - too 
often viewed as “outside” mainstream gay 
culture - is perhaps the faction among our 
numbers that fights the toughest battle. But 
we are a community. We are, each one of us, 
fighting the same battle: fighting for the 
right to be treated equal in the eyes of the 
law, and in the eyes of others. We are, each

one of us in the LGBT community, viewed 
as different by those that would have us 
cured, or have us killed. We are different. 

But are we different merely by 
virtue of the fact that we want to 
love whom we choose? No. We 
are different because we cannot , 
be cured, despite the right wing’s 
belief that we can be cured, like an 
alcoholic or kleptomaniac. We can¬ 
not be cured because we do not have a 
disease. We are a community. We are dif¬ 
ferent because each one of us 
in the LGBT community is on 
the hit list of those that hate us. 

But we are a community, and it 
is time to really show our numbers. 

This Saturday, March 13 at 6 p.m. in Do¬ 
lores Park, the LGBT community will unite 
to mourn the loss of Billy Jack Gaither. 
Everyone is invited to attend, lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, straight. It is time to 


show our numbers. Turn off the TV, close 
that book, put away your work, cancel din¬ 
ner, bring a friend, and come to Dolores 
Park to show them how difficult it would be 
to drag our numbers out of a bar and 
beat us, throw us in the trunk, castrate 
us, club us to death with an ax handle, 
burn our bodies on a pyre of old tires, 
and throw us into the creek in which 
we were baptized as children. Let’s 
show Phelps how many of us incur- 
^ ables exist, and let’s challenge the 
right with our love. Refuse to 
hate, for hate is the cure that 
the right is talking about. And 
we are incurable. 

We are a community. Every pebble in the 
stream. Another brutal killing of one of our 
number, Billy Jack Gaither. Another chance 
for us to come together and show how our 
incurable numbers will triumph by the bap¬ 
tism of love. T 




Shepard and Gaither are 
important, but what of others?

t was only a few months back that we 
v were all shocked by the death of 
I Matthew Shepard, left for dead on a 
split-rail fence, his face damaged beyond 
recognition. A national outpouring of com¬ 
passion followed this tragic event, including 
vigils for the loss all across the country. It 
also sparked renewed interest in hate crime 
legislation that covers victims of brutal gay 
bashings and murders such as this. 

And now, with so little time passing after 
the Shepard murder, another brutal slaying 
has reached the ear of the media. Billy Jack 
Gaither, a gay male in Alabama, was beaten 
to death with an ax handle, after which his 
murderers placed him atop a pair of 
kerosene-coated tires and set his body on 
fire. As with the Shepard case, media cover¬ 
age of his death has been sizable, and it is 
already being mentioned in reference to the 
struggle for hate crime legislation. 

Such deaths are inexcusable, and the 
killers of these two men deserve full pun¬ 
ishment under the law. And yes, these are 
hate crimes, and the states in which they 
took place need to cover issues of sexual ori¬ 
entation as such. But while these two cases 
are important, there is an unreported epi¬ 
demic of hate crimes against transgendered 
individuals. 

In between the October 12 murder of 
Matthew Shepard and the February 19 
murder of Billy Jack Gaither, there were 
three sparsely reported murders of trans¬ 
gender individuals. Those deaths are only a 
part of a total of eight murders of the trans¬ 
gendered since August 1998, which works 
out to one transgender death per month. 

Yet where is the media coverage of these 
tragic events? When Steve Dwayne Garcia’s 


body was discovered in Houston, Texas ear¬ 
lier this month, the only place you could 
find any mention of it, outside of trans news 
sources, was in a short article in the Houston 
Chronicle. The Houston police are referring 
to this case as a hate crime and even as a gay 
bashing, due to the individual being dressed 
in female attire and makeup, yet no analysis 
from the major queer magazines can be 
found about this case, or much else. 
Other transgender murder cases 
have been equally covered - or 
more accurately, not covered - in 
the media. 

As well as sparse media cover¬ 
age, you also won’t find any details 
on vigils for the death of 
Chanel Chandler, as there 
haven’t been any specifi¬ 
cally for her passing, not 
like those for the death of 
Matthew Shepard. Of those recently killed 
in trans murders, only two have had any 
sort of public display specifically for them 
- Rita Hester, killed in Massachusetts of 
multiple stab wounds last November, and 
Lauryn Paige, whose throat was slashed in 
Austin, Texas on January 9. And those vigils 
were small, local events, not echoed 
throughout the country. 

Chanel Chandler, by the way, was killed 
in her apartment after being stabbed multi¬ 
ple times by two assailants, who then set her 
house on Fire to cover their tracks. And 
while the police are tight-lipped about pos¬ 
sible motives, those in the area suspect it 
was due to Chanel Chandler’s status as a 
preoperative transsexual. It can only be a 
matter of time, one can speculate, until Ms. 
Chandler’s killers talk about how this “guy 
in a dress” made a pass at them, and that led 
them to kill her. It is this defense that crops 
up in most trans murderers’ legal defense, 


and should sound a bit familiar: it is simply 
a variant of the “homosexual panic” defense 
that the killers of Matthew Shepard and 
Billy Jack Gaither are using. 

And yes, you also won’t find any renewed 
call for hate crime laws in the passing of any 
of these individuals, nor in the bashing of 
other transgender folks. Even though it is 
often the same hate that transgender and 
homosexual people face, born of the same 
fears and misunderstandings, the murder of 
the former group carries less weight than 
those of the latter group. Only 
one state currently covers trans¬ 
gender individuals under its hate 
crime laws, and that is Califor¬ 
nia. Even the proposed fed¬ 
eral hate crime bill to 
cover murders like 
Matthew Shepard’s ex¬ 
cludes those who were 
killed because they were transgendered. 

If we are indeed a unified community, 
then we need to think as one - and that 
means that the death of a transperson in 
Texas is as important as that of a gay male in 
Alabama. These crimes need to be acted on 
not because the individual fits one category 
or the other, but because of the severity of 
the crime, and the hate shown in the com¬ 
mitting of it. ▼

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Ventilation, not legislation

Ticketing smokers, while 
someone is getting robbed, shot, or stabbed outside. 
I do not pay my city taxes for police to walk around 
citing people for smoking in the bars. Where is this 
money going? 

What are we teaching our kids by standing outside 
smoking? You can’t walk down the street without see¬ 
ing people standing outside lighting up. Be¬ 
fore it was all done indoors. Now, all these 
kids are walking around seeing more 
smoking than ever. I find it hard to be¬ 
lieve that is a good example in teaching 
the young ones. You lawmakers are so stu¬ 
pid. 

If someone wants to run a no-smok¬ 
ing establishment, let them decide that, 
and then post it on the door. As it 
stands, this ban is driving bars out of business. How 
is that affecting the unemployment rate for Califor¬ 
nia? 

Common sense says to have adequate ventilation, 
which there is in most bars. 

As for secondhand smoke: I do not believe that it 
kills a person. Exhaust from cars and buses will kill 
you before smoking. People that do smoke live just as 
long as a non-smoker. When it’s your time to go, it’s 
your time to go.

Hustlers exploited? 

The article (‘Working Boys...’ February 25, 1999) 
regarding Marcel Miranda’s photo exhibit on the lives 
of Polk Street hustlers is, in my opinion, just another 
greedy, albeit creative, way to exploit the young dis¬ 
enfranchised drug-addicted youth of the city. My per¬ 
sonal experiences with the hustlers on Polk Street 
have left me with the following impressions: Most of 
them are not sure of their own sexual orientation; 
they are runaway youth due to sexual and/or physical 
abuse from their parents; they have no job skills and 
are not all that interested in prostitution as a career. 
They prostitute their bodies because this is their only 
means of paying the death-dealing exploitive drug 
dealers the high cost of street drugs, to which these 
young boys, through no fault of their own, have be¬ 
come addicted. This is the bottom line of their “pro¬ 
fession”: getting that next fix, whether it be an injec¬ 
tion of crystal meth or a few more hits off the crack 
pipe. I am sure Miranda’s photo exhibit does not in¬ 
clude images of the violence and even death some of 
these young boys encounter while “working.” I am 
sure none of these pictures show any of the victims 
these working boys have robbed or ripped off to get 
another hit. In short, what we have here is a photog¬ 
rapher’s ego-driven attempt to exploit these young 
boys under the guise of photographic art. The basis of 
the entire lifestyle of these working boys is that they 
are the victims of abusive parents, lonely gay men, evil 
drug dealers, and now a photographer with the back¬ 
ing of the Stop AIDS Project to continue the ex¬ 
ploitation of kids that need a lot of help. 

What we don’t need is a photo exhibit that glori¬ 
fies prostitution as a means to continue a self-de¬ 
structive lifestyle in a community already ravaged by 
AIDS and rampant drug use, whether that be of these 
“working boys” or a photo study of any other seg¬ 
ment of gay society exploited by drug dealers. What 
we do need are more services in job skill training with 
job placement, drug awareness and educational pro¬ 
grams, easier access to drug rehabilitation programs, 
and some tough love to discourage all of us in the gay 
community to change our self-destructive lifestyles, 
because the heterosexual society, at large, would love 
nothing more than to see us continue to kill ourselves 
and others with unsafe sex and more potent illicit 
drugs.

Not happy with AIDS treatment 

I am a person who has lived with AIDS since early 
1985. Since that time, I have been getting healthcare 
from various places. To make a long story short, I had 
recently been seen at Ward 86 at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral. I thought that I would be treated fairly by the 
doctors there. With them clearly realizing I have to 
commute from Walnut Creek to a medical appoint¬ 
ment seemed hard for them to understand. To them, 
I was just a number, not a person with AIDS. I simply 
got tired of their bureaucratic “crap.” I told myself 
that I need to get out of this damn place. They don’t 
care about anybody. 

I decided to return to UCSF for AIDS treatment. I 
had been there a long time ago, and they still had me 
on file. I made an appointment at their AIDS clinic 
on the fourth floor. I was to see a Dr. Hollander. Since 
San Francisco General screwed up in getting 
my medical records there on time, they 
I knew little about me. Anyway, I was 
screened first, before seeing Dr. Hollan¬ 
der. Then came the ultimate shock. He 
said, “I want to be up front with you, you 
don’t look sick enough for me to clas¬ 
sify you having a disability.” I let him 
talk. I reminded him of my T-cell and 
viral load counts. I told him that I have 
had an AIDS diagnosis for a long time now. I made 
the point that how can you tell how a person is feel¬ 
ing on the inside. It didn’t seem to matter to him. He 
did not want to be my doctor, because I didn’t look 
sick enough. I have never been so humiliated in my 
life. This is discrimination at its worst. I am dealing 
with enough in my life, than to have a doctor put me 
down in this manner. I wanted to try and find anoth¬ 
er doctor, all the doctors at the AIDS clinic at UCSF 
feel this way. A little warning for people looking for a 
new doctor. Don’t go to UCSF. In fact, I think the gay 
community should boycott them for treating AIDS 
patients inhumane.

The wonderful article on Glenn Burke [“Burke in 
stock,” February 11.] really caught my eye and I thought 
that the things which you had to say were very point¬ 
ed and insightful. It’s not just that the pushing into 
(and particularly back into) the closet is pervasive and 
unrelenting. The true problem is the horrible reality of 
the epidemic itself. The vast number of losses and the 
damage it does in a variety of ways to survivors has, of 
course, left our community in a weakened situation. 
This, sadly, is seen by a multitude of homophobes as a 
wonderful advantage. It can give a “foot up,” a despi¬ 
cable advantage to those who insist that we remain “in¬ 
visible.” Their greatest joy would be to take an eraser 
to the bold realities of our wonderful lives. Our di¬ 
minished ranks (with fewer voices speaking out) can 
definitely give them such an opportunity. History, as 
you say, cannot be left in the hands of such people. 

I have long thought that Qlenn Burke’s baseball 
card should be made into a poster. I could not think 
of a better educational tool in the fight against AIDS, 
homophobia, racism and the difficulties of substance 
abuse. That baseball card would immediately get the 
attention of minority youth whose rate of infection 
seems to be on the increase. It would serve as power¬ 
ful message of pride. 

Glenn Burke lived at a small family house in San 
Francisco set up for homeless people with AIDS. His 
photo, along with others who were given comfort and 
support there, sits on the mantel over the Victorian 
fire place. When I turned the picture frame around to 
read something about him, I saw the marvelous base¬ 
ball card. Inspirational is the only word I can think 
of.

nient schedule because I prefer the service and fre¬ 
quent flier program of United. My staff flies United, 
too. In other words, I am an ideal customer of your 
business. 

I am also gay, and in a loving relationship of nine 
years with my domestic partner, who also flies Unit¬ 
ed. We live in San Francisco. 

Which is why I am writing you this letter. I cannot 
with good conscience continue to use your airline in 
light of the controversy surrounding your company’s 
refusal to comply with San Francisco’s domestic part¬ 
ner equal benefits policy. 

I strongly protest your company’s efforts to deny 
gay and lesbian employees equal benefits, specifically 
bereavement leave and family travel benefits. I also de¬ 
plore the fact that the co-plaintiff in your suit to ex¬ 
empt yourself from complying with the ordinance is 
Pat Robertson’s American Center for Law and Justice. 

Your company has stated that this lawsuit is not 
about discrimination. Rather, you argue that as an 
airline carrier United should not be subject to local 
ordinances and regulations such as San Francisco’s. 
Yet United recently agreed to abide by a Los Angeles 
living wage ordinance. This is a commendable action 
and hopefully will benefit low income workers. But if 
United can comply with that city’s local ordinance, 
why can’t it comply with our law? 

To comply with our ordinance means you must 
extend bereavement leave and flight benefits and fam¬ 
ily medical leave. The message you send me and my 
partner is that our relationship is not as valid as those 
of heterosexuals. The lives of your gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender employees is second to those het¬ 
erosexual married and other employees who do re¬ 
ceive these company benefits. 

Let me be blunt: This is homophobia, Mr. Green- 
wald, pure and simple. It is wrong and bigoted. And I 
do not want to give my money or business to bigots. 
Therefore, I will avoid using United Airlines immedi¬ 
ately and instruct my staff and friends to do the same. 

Comply with the San Francisco equal benefits law, 
Mr. Greenwald, and then I will once again do busi¬ 
ness with you.

Gay marriage is an issue 

The Bay Area Reporter published a letter of mine 
in December, in which I wrote of my grief over the 
death of my lover of very many years and the anger 
felt at our relationship being discounted and the two 
of us made second class citizens by straight society 
because he could not be a legally designated spouse. 
The piece by A. Toni Young in the Bay Area Reporter 
of January 28 [“Whose fight is this, anyway?”] was 
merely depressing. While she is certainly entitled to 
declare little or no interest in an issue of importance 
to me and other gay men and lesbians, it is dirty pool 
and divisive to propose that issue somehow compro¬ 
mises chose of particular importance to her. 

Ms. Young is surely correct in identifying gay 
rights as nothing more or less than a demand for civil 
rights and in asserting “we must include all of us in 
the fight.” But it shouldn’t be necessary to emphasize 
the plurality of the noun in “civil rights,” and an ideal 
of inclusion is not well served by dismissing the per¬ 
sonal concerns and involvement of those who have 
been injured by the denial of any right that adheres to 
citizenship, whether, to name a few, that right is cer¬ 
tain legal protections granted by marriage, or free¬ 
dom from discrimination on the basis of gender 
and/or race, or to serve in the military. While the ap¬ 
peal in exerting that last right escapes me personally, 
I certainly recognize it is a legitimate rights issue. 

Ms. Young complains the goals of gay rights have 
become fuzzy, but clarity is not gained by creating 
false dichotomies as in her rhetorical question of 
Matthew Shepard: “ [What] would he want the ‘move¬ 
ment’ to be working on right now: gay marriage or 
civil rights.” My skills as either a psychic or ventrilo¬ 
quist being nil I can lay no more claim to knowing 
what Matthew’s answer would be than Ms. Young. My 
own answer is: the formulation “gay; marriage or civil 
rights” is specious sophistry; marriage is a civil right 
and remains as much a civil rights issue now as it was 
under oppressive miscegenation laws. We need to 
pursue all rights guaranteed by our Constitution and 
our civil law; none are mutually exclusive. 

Ms. Young comments, “The gay civil rights move¬ 
ment is different from that of the 1960s. The goal for 
us as gay people keeps changing.” In recalling the 
African-American struggles of the period, it is diffi¬ 
cult for me to imagine any activist marginalizing, say, 
the fight to be served at a dime store food counter or 
to sit where one damned pleased on a bus by insisting 
these goals were different from or secondary to, say, 
access to voting or educational opportunities. All of 
these activities received greater movement energy and 
media attention at various times, especially when 
massive forces were aligned against them as they are 
now against gay marriage. But all were recognized as 
facets of civil rights, and achieving any one of them 
enhanced the possibility of achieving the others. 

Ms. Young expresses a belief that some sort of poll 
should determine the gay agenda. “Now no one asked 
me_Because the movement forgot to ask the work¬ 

ing class, the people of color, those who remain in the 
closet, if getting married is what they wanted or need¬ 
ed to feel part of the larger society.” Another rhetori¬ 
cal construct with that false dichotomy prejudicially 
posed and from which an unproved conclusion is im¬ 
plied if not exactly drawn. Two of Ms. Young’s own 
priorities for the gay agenda are race and gender dis¬ 
crimination. I support fully these as issues in urgent 
need of addressing in both the gay and straight com¬ 
munities and hope I am overly cynical in fearing they 
are not likely to be shot to the top of the charts by 
polling the working class and closeted gays. 

No one asked me either, and I don’t know why 
anyone should, but I will voluntarily admit anyhow 
to harboring no need to “feel part of the larger soci¬ 
ety,” at least as it is presently constituted. But that is far 
from the only need fulfilled by the right to marry. 

For some gay and lesbian people marriage carries 
religious and romantic implications that I do not 
share, but respect as components of a rights issues. 
For my part, there is a romance and a great pride in 
that my late lover and I had no need of external forces 
and legal bonds to maintain our relationship over so 
long a period, only our own mutual commitment 
and, at times, hard work. I was angered and my grief 
increased by subtle signals that our relationship was 
of no value to that “society at large,” that we were not 
to be considered a family (and the hell we weren’t!).

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Hate crime murders - 
an eye for an eye?

i homophobic “skinhead 
wannabe” and his friend, al- 
legedly angry that a gay 
man, Billy Jack Gaither, sup¬ 
posedly made a sexual advance 
toward one of them, last month 
lured their victim from a Sylacau- 
ga, Alabama bar, drove him to a 
remote area where they blud¬ 
geoned him with an ax handle 
until he died, then burned his 
beaten body on a stack of old rub¬ 
ber tires. Another obvious hate 
crime because the man was gay. 
The two men charged, Steven 
Mullins and Charles Butler, Jr. 
reportedly planned the vicious 
murder for weeks and 
have both given full con¬ 
fessions. The question 
for the gay community 
must be: What now? 

Another hate slay¬ 
ing because a man 
was a homosexual; 
another mar¬ 
tyr emerges, 
and life appar¬ 
ently goes on. 

Just the price we pay and the 
chance we take for being gay, I 
guess. It’s Matthew Shepard in 
Wyoming, and now it’s Billy Jack 
Gaither in Alabama. A jury in 
Jasper, Texas two weeks ago took 
only a few hours to give the death 
penalty to a racist killer who was 
convicted of being a perpetrator 
in one of the most heinous mur¬ 
ders in the country last year when 
three white men dragged a black 
man to his death behind a pickup 
truck. Was the Jasper verdict re¬ 
venge, or was it justice? Should 
not the same fate go to those two 
who admittedly murdered Shep¬ 
ard in Wyoming? How about the 
two hateful men who have already 
confessed to Gaither’s murder? 

For years I have opposed the 
death penalty in capital murder 
cases. I still do, except for the fact 
that in particularly heinous hate 
crime murders, I think the ulti¬ 
mate penalty might be justified. 
To be sure, well-meaning and re¬ 
spected groups like Queer Watch, 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, Lambda, and the 
Human Rights Campaign will 
lobby prosecutors in Alabama to 
go easy on Gaither’s killers and 
urge leniency and ask that they be 
spared the death penalty, just as 
they have done in the Shepard 
case in Wyoming. That is certain¬ 
ly their right and I respect their 
view. Possibly in another time I 
might even agree with it, but I 
would be less than honest if I said 
I do now. Frankly, I think it is time 
to send the message that the ho¬ 
mosexual community in particu¬ 
lar, and society in general will no 
longer sit by, turn the other cheek, 
and tolerate the murdering of gay 
men and lesbians simply because 
of who they are. 

I realize that I’m inviting let¬ 
ters of disagreement, but I dare 
say there are probably more read¬ 
ers right here in San Francisco 
who would agree that assuming 
their convictions, these hateful 
killers deserve the ultimate pun¬ 
ishment. Perhaps that Jasper, 
Texas jury did indeed get it right 
recently; I believe they did. In fact, 

I guess I have to agree with the gay 
Log Cabin Republicans’ recent 
statement responding to those 
who urge Wyoming prosecutors 
to spare the lives, in the event they 


are convicted, of the two men 
who beat Shepard to death and 
left him to die alone on a wooden 
fence. The statement from the gay 
Republicans read: “To offer a re¬ 
duced punishment to the perpe¬ 
trators of one of the most heinous 
murders in recent history not 
only profanes the memory of 
Matthew Shepard, it sets a fright¬ 
ening precedent which devalues 
the life of every gay person in 
America.”

Although the 
open primary law in 
California was chal¬ 
lenged by both the De¬ 
mocrat and Republican 
parties, a fed¬ 
eral appeals 
court last week 
upheld the 
new law passed in 1996 and will 
allow California voters to cross 
party lines and vote for candidates 
of any party in next year’s presi¬ 
dential primary. 

If the recent state GOP con¬ 
vention in Sacramento offered 
any hints of who might emerge as 
the Republican choice against 
popular U.S. Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein next year, the name men¬ 
tioned most often is Representa¬ 
tive James Rogan (R-Glendale), 
who was one of the House im¬ 
peachment managers and gained 
name recognition while at the 
same time joined the other man¬ 
agers in a highly publicized loss. 
Rogan could become the GOP 
nominee if for no other reason 
than the fact that no other Re¬ 
publican really cares to take Fein- 
stein on and the fact that Rogan 
might have little to lose by run¬ 
ning because the Democratic 
Party is gunning for his House 
seat as a form of revenge, and will 
likely win it since Rogan only won 
by a few hundred votes the last 
time out. Meanwhile, others in 
the state GOP machinery were 
trying desperately to come up 
with a name to run against Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis in 2002 and 
kept drawing blanks except for the 
possible candidacy of Secretary of 
State Bill Jones, who will be 
termed out that year. There were 
some trying to drop the name of 
Representative Tom Campbell 
(R-Campbell), who lost a lot of 
support from Democrats and in¬ 
dependents because of his sup¬ 
port for impeachment. 

In a blow to GOP moderates 
who had hoped to keep the abor¬ 
tion issue off the front burner, 
party delegates at the Sacramento 
convention elected John Mc- 
Graw, an avowed abortion foe, as 
their new state chair, and an 
equally pro-life vice chair, Shawn 
Steel of Beverly Hills, thus assur¬ 
ing that the state GOP will once 
again be fractured over the abor¬ 
tion issue as it prepares for the 
2002 statewide elections. (And 
yes, that is a smile you see on De¬ 
mocratic chair Art Torres’s face.) 

In the Los Angeles area’s 41st 
Assembly District, incumbent As¬ 
semblywoman Sheila Kuehl,one 
of two open lesbians in the As¬ 
sembly, will be termed out in 2000 


and will run in a primary for the 
state Senate being given up by 
Tom Hayden, who’s also termed 
out and plans to run for Kuehl’s 
Assembly seat.

Some of Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden’s supporters both 
here and in the Southland are al¬ 
ready talking up a Migden for 
controller candidacy in 2002 and I 
can’t think of anyone better qual¬ 
ified. 

In last week’s West Hollywood 
city election, gay incumbent 
councilman, and onetime mayor 
John Heilman finished first and 
was easily re-elected. 

Monica Lewinsky to Barbara 
Walters on how she felt when 
President Bill Clinton admitted 
“an inappropriate relationship” in 
a nationally televised speech: “I 
felt like a piece of trash; I felt 
dirty.” Don’t feel too sorry for 
Miss Monica, the giggly one, she 
is making the scandal pay off big 
time; the book, television appear¬ 
ances, etc. will likely mean mil¬ 
lions. 

Incidentally, President Clinton 
told those attending a Democrat¬ 
ic fundraiser recently in Los An¬ 
geles that he and first lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton will move to 
New York after the White House 
regardless of whether or not 
Hillary runs for the Senate.

come as a surprise to some, but 
Pete King, president of East Bay 
Pride, the group that’s heading up 
the effort, said Oakland was a nat¬ 
ural selection. The East Bay 
Pride’s annual Gay Mardi Gras 
street fair will take place in con¬ 
junction with the Stonewall 30 
festivities, he added. 

“There has never been any¬ 
thing like this on the West Coast, 
and certainly nothing like this in 
Oakland,” King told the Bay Area 
Reporter , as he described the 
many things planned for the first 
week in September. “New York 
was not planning to do anything 
that big,” for the Stonewall 30 an¬ 
niversary, King added, referring to 
the site of the infamous riots. 

On June 28, 1969, a group of 
black and Puerto Rican drag 
queens were hanging out at a bar 
called the Stonewall Inn in New 
York City’s Greenwich Village, 
mourning the death of Judy Gar¬ 
land. When the police came in, a 
fight broke out; the fight became a 
riot that lasted for four days and 
is widely regarded as the pivotal 
catalyst in the history of the strug¬ 
gle for equality, civil justice, and 
human rights for lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
people. The Stonewall Rebellion is 
celebrated every year with gay 
pride parades and festivals in 
cities around the world. 

First pink light sold 

At an evening kick-off cocktail 
party and dinner at an Oakland 
hotel overlooking Lake Merritt in 
late February, King wowed those 
in attendance with his exciting vi¬ 
sion of what the lake would look 
like with a “necklace of pink 
lights” around it instead o^f the or¬ 
dinary light bulbs that circle the 
Oakland landmark. East Bay 
Pride is working with Pacific Gas 
8c Electric Company and the city 
to make the pink lights a reality, 


but first organizers have to raise 
the money and to do that they’re 
offering people the chance to 
plunk down $19.99 to sponsor a 
pink light. A $30 donation in¬ 
cludes a souvenir pink light 
mailed to the donor. 

The first pink light was sold to 
Oakland Mayor Jerry Brown, who 
was on hand at the reception and 
spoke for a few minutes. He told 
those assembled that the 
Stonewall 30 festival has the sup¬ 
port of the mayor’s office. While 
Oakland is often looked upon as 
“the other city by the bay,” Brown, 
who’s talked up the city to several 
national publications, hopes the 
anticipated influx of visitors helps 
boost the city’s image as a tourist 
destination. 

“Our goal is that we’re kind of 
like Avis and Hertz [competing 
car rental companies]. We’re 
going to have to try harder,” 
Brown quipped. 

It’s going to take more than the 
sale of 3,000 pink lights to make 
Stonewall 30 sparkle, and the 
openly gay King has joined forces 
with two heterosexuals, Steve Tiff- 
en, who was involved in the old 
Festival at the Lake celebrations; 
and Victoria Angello, an arts 
fundraiser, to bring corporations 
and other big money in as con¬ 
tributors. King told the B.A.R. 
that an estimated $500,000 needs 
to be raised for the six days of ac¬ 
tivities. He’s confident that can be 
accomplished. 

“To me, it’s about Oakland and 
a sense of Oakland pride,” Angel¬ 
lo told the B.A.R. “I’m in the the¬ 
ater, so it’s sort of natural. I used 
to do fundraising in the arts.” 

King said it was a natural to 
approach Tiffen about helping or¬ 
ganize the event. Tiffen served as 
director of operations for several 
of the lake festival events. 

“It’s a very, very big deal,” King 
said of Oakland landing the 
Stonewall 30 celebration. “What 
we’re looking for from the com¬ 
munity right now is financial and 
volunteer support. We don’t have 


our own Castro or newspaper, so 
word of mouth, e-mails, and talk¬ 
ing to people is the big thing.” 

King and Angello said a com¬ 
munity kick-off party is planned 
for May 1 at the Lake Merritt 
Hotel; they hope to have 250 peo¬ 
ple in attendance. King said that 
roughly half of the Stonewall 30 
events will be free; the other half 
will come with an admission 
price. 

Something foreveryone 

King said the week of events 
will have something for everyone, 
like the Mardi Gras. “One of the 
differences you see at the Mardi 
Gras is it’s amazingly multi-cul¬ 
tural, with strong participation by 
the African-American and Asian 
communities,” King said. “It’s a 
whole wider spectrum of the gay 
community that I think is a great 
thing.” 

At last month’s dinner, King 
said people around the room ex¬ 
plained their vision for Stonewall 
30. “One of the really strong 
themes expressed was that it be 
inclusive in every way. That we do 
a festival creative enough so that 
gay people will come out of the 
woodwork and inclusive enough 
so that they can bring their 
straight friends,” he said. 

There are several ways interest¬ 
ed people can get involved; vari¬ 
ous committees have been estab¬ 
lished and have started meeting, 
though King stressed they need 
more people. The three main vol¬ 
unteer areas include: 

• Operations: Every scheduled 
event has a committee to help put 
it together, including volunteer re¬ 
cruitment, training, and place¬ 
ment; and helping around the of¬ 
fice that expected to be set up 
soon. 

• Communications: There’s 
community planning; public af¬ 
fairs that involves helping with 
elected officials, conferences, and 
national outreach; and public re¬ 
lations. 

• Development: This includes 


helping with the pink lights and 
“Leadership Circle” campaigns, 
corporate sponsors; and market¬ 
ing. 

In addition to the pink light 
fundraiser, Stonewall 30 has a 
leadership circle. For that cam¬ 
paign, people agree to raise at 
least $1,000 through any combi¬ 
nation of ticket sales, pink light 
sponsorships, or other fundrais¬ 
ing; to get at least one friend to 
join them on the leadership circle; 
and help spread the word about 
Stonewall 30. 

In terms of money, King said 
he, Tiffen, and Angello have all 
been working without pay so far. 
Because of last year’s rainout dur¬ 
ing the Mardi Gras, that event lost 
about $8,000, which King said is 
being dealt with. “Little by little 
we’re working off the debt,” he 
said. East Bay Pride is expecting to 
incorporate this summer; cur¬ 
rently it’s affiliated with the Pacif¬ 
ic Center for Human Growth. 
King is certain that with Tiffen 
and Angello on board, the group 
can raise the necessary funds to 
make Stonewall 30 a memorable 
event. A little over $3,000 was 
raised at the reception and dinner 
last month. 

“I want to fill downtown with 
queer people,” King said. “I want 
this to be the queerest city in the 
world.” 

Listening to that and news of 
the aquatic parade at the recep¬ 
tion, Rachel Ginsburg, a lesbian 
attorney, smiled. “I’ll get my kayak 
out and put a rainbow sticker on 
it,” she told the B.A.R. “We had a 
contingent in the lighted yacht 
parade [a city event] the year be¬ 
fore last and it was fun. 

“We’ll be there.” ▼

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188 years ago this week 


Scottish play origin

This week in gay history: The libel 
trial of Jane Pirie and Marianne 
Woods - the case that inspired the 
play and movie The Children's 
Hour - begins in Edinburgh, Scot¬ 
land, March 15, 1811 

|| n 1933, best-selling mystery 
novelist Dashiell Hammett had 
I just finished writing The Thin 
Man and was looking for his next 
project. While skimming a collec¬ 
tion of British court cases titled 
Bad Companions , he found a sub¬ 
ject he thought would make an 
excellent play. But instead of writ¬ 
ing the play himself, he passed the 
idea to his lover, Lillian Heilman, 
who used it as the basis of her first 
play, The Children’s Hour. 

The case that Hammett dis¬ 
covered involved a Scottish libel 
trial of 1811. Jane Pirie and Mar¬ 
ianne Woods were close friends 
and former governesses who de¬ 
cided to start a girls’ boarding 
school in Edinburgh in 1809. At 
first, they had trouble attracting 
students, but the situation 
changed dramatically with the ad¬ 
mission of 14-year-old Jane Cum- 
ming. Cumming was the or¬ 
phaned, illegitimate, half-Indian 
granddaughter of Dame Cum¬ 
ming Gordon, who, despite her 
social standing, had been unable 
to find a school that would accept 
the young girl of color. When 
Pirie and Woods admitted the 
girl, Dame Cumming Gordon was 
so grateful that sBe convinced her 
friends to enroll their daughters, 
too. The future of Pirie and 
Woods’s school seemed secure. 

But in November 1810, young 
Cumming told her grandmother 
about “disturbing” events she had 
witnessed at the school. Outraged, 
Dame Cumming Gordon imme¬ 
diately withdrew the child and 
wrote letters to her friends, en¬ 
couraging them to do the same. 
The reasons, she wrote, were so 
shocking that she could only re¬ 
late them in person. What Cum-

ming had told her grandmother 
was that Pirie and Woods had 
been sexually intimate with each 
other. 

It is unknown whether the two 
women were actually lovers or 
simply romantic friends who 
kissed and embraced each other 
in public, as many women of the 
day did. But only 18 months after 
their school opened, Pirie and 
Woods lost all their students and, 
with them, their livelihood. They 
engaged a lawyer and sued Dame 
Cumming Gordon for libel. At 
the trial, which began on 
March 15,1811, and lasted 
several months, Cum- 
ming’s testimony was cor¬ 
roborated by two other 
witnesses. Cumming pro¬ 
vided graphic sexual descrip¬ 
tions of the women’s 
behavior, which in¬ 
cluded making “a wet 
kind of noise, attend¬ 
ed with motions of the 
body, quick and high breathing, 
and a shaking of the bed.” 

Although other witnesses con¬ 
tradicted Cummings testimony, the 
jurors were unable to dismiss her 
vivid story, and they decided for 
Dame Cumming Gordon. A long, 
tortuous appeal, which wasn’t re¬ 
solved until 1821, turned the tables 
and found for Pirie and Woods. But 
after legal fees and court costs, the 
impoverished schoolmistresses col¬ 
lected only a fraction of the 10,000 
pounds Dame Cumming Gordon 
owed them. 

For her play, Lillian Heilman 
appropriated the story line of the 
Pirie and Woods case but moved 
the drama to 20th-century New 
England. Her protagonists, 
Martha and Karen, are college 
friends who decide to open a girls’ 
boarding school together. When 
Mary, a malevolent student, sees 
them hugging innocently, she de¬ 
cides to get revenge on her teach¬ 
ers for a harsh punishment she re¬ 
ceived. Mary implies to her 
grandmother, a wealthy and influ¬ 
ential woman, that Martha and 
Karen are lovers, although Karen 
has a fiance. The grandmother 
spreads the rumor, Martha and 
Karen are ostracized by the com¬ 
munity, and they lose all their stu¬ 
dents. They then sue for libel - 
unsuccessfully. In a twist at the 
end, Martha realizes she is indeed 
a lesbian who has always loved 
Karen, and she hangs herself in 
shame. 

Although it was illegal to de¬ 
pict lesbianism on the Broadway 
stage at that time, Heilman saw 
herself as a risk-taker and brought 
it to the stage anyway. The Chil¬ 
dren’s Hour found a producer and 
opened on November 20, 1934. 
The manager of New York’s Shu- 


bert Theater warned Heilman, 
“This play could land us all in 
jail.” But audiences loved The 
Children’s Hour, the police stayed 
away, and the show ran for more 
than 600 performances. Critics, 
too, applauded it as “finely and 
bravely written” and “the season’s 
dramatic high-water mark.” 

Based on its Broadway success, 
Samuel Goldwyn paid $50,000 for 
the movie rights to Heilman’s play 
without any knowledge of its sub¬ 
ject matter. When told that it was 
about lesbians, he supposedly 
replied, “That’s okay, we’ll 
turn them into Americans.” 
Because the strict Hays 
Production Code policed 
“morality” on the Holly¬ 
wood screen, the movie 
version of the play skirted 
lesbianism. These 
Three (1936), which 
William Wyler di¬ 
rected and Heilman 
herself scripted, het- 
erosexualized Mary’s lie: Instead 
of getting caught hugging Karen 
(Merle Oberon), Martha (Miriam 
Hopkins) is accused of “carrying 
on” with Karen’s fiance (Joel Mc- 
Crea) in a bedroom near the stu¬ 
dents’ quarters. Unlike in the play, 
heterosexual Martha doesn’t com¬ 
mit suicide but simply leaves town 
at the end. Heilman justified the 
mutilation of her own play by 
claiming that The Children’s Hour 
had never really been about les¬ 
bianism at all, but about a lie ru¬ 
ining the lives of innocent people. 

Twenty-six years later, when 
the Hays Code loosened, Wyler 
decided to direct a second film 
version of Heilman’s play, restor¬ 
ing its original title and theme. 
The Children’s Hour (1962), star¬ 
ring Shirley MacLaine, Audrey 
Hepburn, and James Garner, was 
not the critical or popular success 
that either Heilman’s play or 
These Three had been. The grim 
ending didn’t make sense, 
MacLaine (who played Martha) 
later complained, because Wyler 
excised important scenes from the 
script that clearly showed 
Martha’s growing love for Karen. 

The Childrens Hour is remem¬ 
bered today by lesbian and gay 
film historians for its early, if neg¬ 
ative, depiction of lesbianism. But 
true to its time and to Heilman’s 
play, the word “lesbian” was never 
even spoken on screen. T

AAP no longer condones circumcision

- I n Monday, March 1, the 
§1 American Academy of Pe¬ 
diatrics (AAP) announced 
that it would no longer recom¬ 
mend routine circumcision of in¬ 
fant boys. The new guidelines ap¬ 
pear in the March issue of the 
medical journal Pediatrics. 

The AAP most recently af¬ 
firmed its support for circumci¬ 
sion in 1989. In announcing the 
change in policy, the academy stat¬ 
ed that the health benefits of the 
procedure are “not significant 


enough” to justify recommending 
the procedure for all newborn 
boys. 

The AAP policy statement 
also recommended that pain re¬ 
lief medication be provided for 
those infants who are circum¬ 
cised; currently the operation is 
often performed without anes¬ 
thesia. 

An estimated 55 percent of in¬ 
fant males are circumcised today 
in the U.S. (but only about 35 
percent on the West Coast), 
down from a peak of over 80 per¬ 
cent in the 1960s and 1970s. The 
U.S. is the only country where 


circumcision is routinely carried 
out for health, rather than reli¬ 
gious, reasons. The operation ini¬ 
tially became widespread in this 
country as a purported preven¬ 
tion for masturbation. 

The primary risks associated 
with the procedure are surgical 
accidents, excessive bleeding, and 
complications of anesthesia. 

Dr. Carole Lannon, who 
chaired the seven-member AAP 
Task Force on Neonatal Circum¬ 
cision, said that the group “en¬ 
courage [d] parents to discuss the 
subject with their pediatrician 
and make an informed choice.” T

some of his family did too. But 
“his parents swear they had no 
idea he was gay,” according to the 
New York Times, even though 
their never-married son decorat¬ 
ed his room with pink chiffon 
curtains and a large collection of 
Scarlett O’Hara dolls. 

The suspects, Steven Eric 
Mullins and Charles Monroe But¬ 
ler Jr., said that Gaither made a 
pass at Mullins. It is an accusation 
that friends of the reticent victim 
find hard to believe. The unem¬ 
ployed Mullins is described by lo¬ 
cals as “a skinhead wannabe,” a 
racist who sometimes wore a T- 
shirt that read “white power.” But¬ 
ler works in construction. Both 
have had minor encounters with 
the law, primarily for driving 
while intoxicated. 

The pair said the alleged solic¬ 
itation festered in them for two 
weeks as they plotted revenge. 
They feigned friendship with the 
victim, and on February 19 had 
Gaither drive all three to an iso¬ 
lated area, where Mullins and But¬ 
ler allegedly beat him with an ax 
handle. They stuffed the 6 foot 2 
inch Gaither into the trunk of his 
own car and drove off. 


Mullins and Butler allegedly 
picked up some old tires and 
kerosene they had been saving 
and headed to Peckerwood Creek. 
The tires and kerosene were al¬ 
ready blazing when they opened 
the trunk and allowed Gaither to 
stumble out. The ax handle fell 
again and again until Gaither was 
dead. They threw his body on the 
fire. They drove his car to another 
location and burned it too, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Gaither’s remains were found 
the next day. Police made the 
identification by the jewelry he 
was wearing. 

Gaither’s friends thought it 
was a hate crime from the start. 
The police initially ask^d them to 
keep quite, so that they could in¬ 
vestigate the slaying. 

David White, coordinator of 
the Alabama Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance in Birmingham, feared the 
police would “sweep this under 
the rug.” But the group agreed to 
lay low for a week. 

Butler was arrested on anoth¬ 
er charge; on March 1, after a 
sleepless night, “God told him he 
needed to confess,” said Coosa 
County deputy sheriff Al Bradley. 
Mullins was brought in and the 
gruesome tale quickly came 
spilling out of both of them. 

The pair is being held for ar¬ 


raignment before a grand jury on 
March 17. The charges include 
kidnapping and capital murder, 
which carries the death penalty. 

Reaction 

Sylacauga residents reacted to 
news of the murder with horror. 
“Regardless of his personal life or 
anything, he don’t deserve to be 
killed for this,” said Randy 
Gaither, the victim’s brother. 

“I don’t think that’s fair,” said 
an uncle of the de facto outing. 


“He didn’t ask for these two men 
to murder him because he was 
gay. Now you’re going to get all 
these gay activists involved.” 

Gaither’s father said he oppos¬ 
es the death penalty but hopes 
Mullins and Butler get life with¬ 
out parole. 

In Montgomery, state Repre¬ 
sentative Alvin Holmes pressed 
for passage of an amendment 
adding sexual orientation to the 
state hate crimes law. 

President Bill Clinton, the 


Human Rights Campaign (HRC), 
and the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF) were among 
those who compared it to the Oc¬ 
tober 1998 murder of Matthew 
Shepard. They used the incident 
to renew a call for passage of the 
federal Hate Crimes Prevention 
Act. 

It would “set a uniform feder¬ 
al response for hate crimes and 
signal that anti-gay violence is un¬ 
acceptable in our society,” said 
HRC’s Winnie Stachelberg. ▼

gay. According to Meeks, there are 
a few places in Sylacauga fre¬ 
quented by gay men - like public 
parks and restrooms - where a 
chance to meet other gay men is 
possible. 

“Rushton Park was one of the 
places where gays would go to 
meet other guys. Billy Jack would 
go to gas stations and meet guys 
in the bathrooms, because that’s 
where he had a chance to meet 
other guys. It wouldn’t happen 
anywhere else. That may be the 
place he got into trouble with 
these two guys.” 

“We take things for granted in 
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San Francisco,” he added. “We’re 
all so open here and you can’t 
imagine how different it is where I 
come from. I didn’t think such 
things would actually happen in 
my hometown, such a horrible 
killing of my own friend. But now 
I know. It can happen anywhere, 
even in San Francisco.” 

SF officials speak out 

The lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) community 
has last October’s murder of gay 
college student Matthew Shepard 
fresh in its mind. Hate crimes such 
as that one and last year’s dragging 
death of James Byrd by racists in 
Texas renewed calls for federal 
hate crimes legislation. The reli¬ 
gious right also launched an ad 
campaign last year that claimed 
gays could be cured. Activists say 
that campaign has led to an in¬ 
creased climate of intolerance. 

“Buffoons like the Reverend 
Jerry Falwell, Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott, and state Sena¬ 
tor Pete Knight perpetuate this 
type of sick, horrid behavior,” San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano told the 
B.A.R. “Falwell, Lott, or Knight 
may not pull the trigger, but they 
hold the gun.” 

“We are lucky to live in San 
Francisco,” said Supervisor Leslie 
Katz. “But this horrible crime re¬ 
minds all of us that there is still 
such a level of fear and hatred out 
there. This crime is in many ways 
worse than the Matthew Shepard 
murder, because of the fact that it 
was premeditated. 

“An incident like this affects 
our whole community. I think a 
real polarization is occurring and 
it’s deeply hurting the lesbian and 
gay communities. We need to de¬ 
mand a response from the right, 
to ask them to step up to the plate 
and dare to challenge the hate and 
the hateful rhetoric that flows 
from their side. My heart goes out 
to the victim and his entire fami¬ 
ly, and to anyone affected by these 
horrible, horrible acts,” Katz 
added. 

The Reverend Jim Mitulski of 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco shared his 
remorse on Gaither’s murder. “My 
response wavers between anger 
and sadness. Anger that gay lives 
are seen as dispensable and sad¬ 
ness about the circumstances of 
oppression that led to Gaither’s 
death. The obvious legacy of 
Shepard’s death is that these inci¬ 


dents are less likely to be con¬ 
cealed or overlooked. 

“The death of Billy Jack 
Gaither challenges us all to come 
out continually in every circum¬ 
stance in which we find ourselves 
so that everywhere that gay people 
live becomes a safer place. At MCC 
we will pray for Gaither’s killers, 
for Gaither’s parents, for all of the 
gay people living in Sylacauga and 
for vindication for Gaither’s death. 
We will challenge homophobia, in 
others and in ourselves, and 
pledge ourselves to work in every 
arena for the ongoing work of gay 
liberation,” Mitulski added. 

Phelps in Alabama 

The LGBT community of the 
Metropolitan Community Church 
in Birmingham held a memorial 
service for Gaither Tuesday 
evening, March 9. More than 300 
mourners gathered for the service. 
“My mom called me during the 
memorial for Billy Jack,” said 
Gaither’s friend Meeks, “and she 
said it went really well. But about 
100 demonstrators from Kansas 
showed up, protesting Billy’s 
memorial, because he was gay.” 

The Reverend Fred Phelps of 
Kansas led the anti-gay demon¬ 
stration Tuesday evening. Earlier 
that afternoon, as Phelps exited 
the plane at the Birmingham air¬ 
port, he held a large sign printed 
with the words “Gaither is now in 
Hell.” 

“When the demonstrators 
showed up at East Lake Church,” 
Meeks added, “the police turned 
them away because they didn’t have 
a permit to demonstrate. They only 
allowed six people to stand on the 
sidewalk across the street from the 
church, because that’s all the room 
there was. The rest of the demon¬ 
strators had to leave. 

“Since Billy Jack’s death,” said 
Meeks, “I’ve talked with a lot of 
my gay friends back in Sylacauga 
and they’re afraid to go out. These 
two guys that killed Billy are in 
jail, but now my friends are in a 
kind of jail. It’s very sad that they 
killed my friend. It hurts me a lot 
emotionally because he was a spe¬ 
cial person to me. If I ever needed 
someone to talk to, Billy Jack 
would be there for me. We had a 
lot of great moments together. 
The last time I heard from him 
was in a letter [February 12). 
Then I got a call from my mom 
back in Sylacauga with the news. 
I just don’t know what else to say. 
I’ll miss him, and it hurts.” T

Symposium focuses on 
anti-gay peer harassment

F or three years of my life I 
lived in fear,” said Alana 
Flores describing her time 
in high school. 

“I received death threats, sadis¬ 
tic pornography with words like 
‘faggot’ and ‘dyke’ used so com¬ 
monly they were like hello and 
goodbye. ‘Die dyke, die’ was 
scrawled on the outside of my 
locker. I wasn’t even out then, and 
still I got all of this, I was gay- 
friendly. 

“I wanted to feel safe and se¬ 
cure. 1 wanted to have the rights 
that everyone else took for grant¬ 
ed. ... I was told [by school offi¬ 
cials] to stop complaining, stop 
crying, go back to class.... Those 
were my ‘golden years’ in high 
school,” Flores said. 

“Nothing will change unless 
you force them to do so, I was 
told.” That meant a major lawsuit. 
“It was the only way to make my 
school safe for those who were 
like me and those who would 
come after me, like my sister and 
my brother, my friends, and 
maybe some day my children,” she 
added. 

Flores has the size and grace of 
a ballerina, the diction of training 
in theater, and enough spunk to 
make Mary Tyler Moore jealous. 
Now attending community col¬ 
lege, she is the lead plaintiff in Flo -

res v. Morgan Hill. 

The lawsuit challenges the 
anti-gay peer harassment that her 
high school allowed to take place, 
explained Shannon Minter an at¬ 
torney with the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights (NCLR) in San 
Francisco. It is the first such case 
with a female and with multiple 
plaintiffs. NCLR filed the suit on 
Flores’s behalf last April. It is 
scheduled for trial in Federal 
Court in San lose in September. 

Fiores was the emotional 
keynote conclusion to “Hostile 
Hallways: Anti-gay peer harass¬ 
ment in schools,” last Thursday, 
March 4. It was the second annu¬ 
al Gender, Sexuality, and the Law 


Symposium sponsored by the 
Georgetown Journal of Gender 
and the Law, a project of George¬ 
town University law students. 

Kimberlee Ward, editor in 
chief of the journal, explained 
how the topic was selected. “In the 
legal word, a million dollars talks 
pretty loud.” But “hardly any” law 
journal articles have been written 
on the 1996 case of Jamie 
Nabozny, who sued his former 
high school for failure to protect 
him from anti-gay abuse, and 
won. They hoped the symposium, 
which will be published, will 
begin to fill that void. 

Ward recalled her own anti¬ 
gay comments in high school. 
“Justice has a really sweet way of 
working sometimes,” she said, de¬ 
scribing herself now as a lesbian 
feminist activist. “The joke is on 
me, but it is a fabulous joke.” 

The symposium “is making 
visible a form of child abuse that 
we are told does not exist,” said 
Mari Matsuda, Georgetown law 
professor. “There is a cost im¬ 
posed on being different. The cost 
is exacted through physical tor¬ 
ment and social threats. We teach 
that in schools.”

■ New NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy 
lived longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

* Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 
1,000 patients and confirmed.results from another study.

Drinking at least 6 glasses of water 
each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid 
breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications 
you should not take with CRIXIVAN.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIV AN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
afany one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6 . It is critical that you drink at least six 8 -ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

D oes CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIV AN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doc tor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam)

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 
problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness).

The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8 -ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

The Phase III trial is part of a 
four-year, multi-site research ef¬ 
fort that will encompass over 50 
locations and 5,000 participants 
in North America; a similar study 
will enroll 2,500 participants in 


cine will stimulate the immune 
system to develop antibodies 
against the envelope covering the 
virus, so that white blood cells are 
prepared to respond to whole HIV 
if it is encountered in the future. If 
participants develop a strong an¬ 
tibody response, they may test 
positive on a standard HIV anti¬ 
body test even though they are not 
really infected with the virus; a 
polymerase chain reaction (PCR) 
test, which detects HIV genetic 
material, will reveal whether a per¬ 
son is actually infected. 

While other vaccine trials have 
examined the safety and feasibili- 


sign in which some participants will 
receive the candidate vaccine while 
others receive a placebo, an inactive 
substance used for comparison. 
Neither the participants nor the re¬ 
searchers will know who is receiv¬ 
ing which until the study is com¬ 
pleted. Participants will receive 
seven injections over the course of 
30 months. Blood samples will be 
taken periodically for testing. 

Dr. Don Francis, VaxGen pres¬ 
ident, said, “As a Bay Area compa¬

The co-directors of the local study 
are Dr. Susan Buchbinder of the 
DPH’s HIV research section and 
Dr. James Kahn, an associate pro¬ 
fessor with the UCSF Positive 
Health Program at San Francisco

The DPH/UCSF trial will test 
a recombinant vaccine known as 
AIDS VAX B/B, developed by Vax¬ 
Gen, a Brisbane biotechnology 
company. The vaccine Contains 
two different synthetic versions of 
the gpl20 protein found on the 
outer coat, or envelope, of HIV. 
The genetically engineered vac¬ 
cine does not contain whole HIV 
virus and cannot cause HIV in¬ 
fection, according to Joe Wright, 
community health educator with 
the DPH HIV research section. 

Researchers hope that the vac- 


ty of candidate vaccines, this is the 
first study to focus on a vaccines 
effectiveness in preventing HIV 
infection. Results of earlier Phase 
I and Phase II trials of AIDSVAX 
have shown that it appears to be 
safe in humans. 

People who want to volunteer 
for the trial must be HIV-negative 
men or women who are at risk for 
HIV infection through sexual ex¬ 
posure. Because it is not known 
whether the vaccine will prove ef¬ 
fective in preventing infection, par¬ 
ticipants are encouraged to practice 
safer sex and will receive extensive 
risk-reduction counseling. 

“Participating in this trial is 
one way to make an important 
contribution to HIV vaccine re¬ 
search,” said Buchbinder, “But en¬ 
rolling in this trial is not a re¬ 
placement for safe sex.”

/* ver since the start of the 
epidemic, people with HIV 
& have been told that they 
must continue to use condoms 
every time they have sex - even 
when their partners are also HIV¬ 
positive. Oftentimes, their doctors 
confidently tell them that if they 
are re-exposed to HIV their dis¬ 
ease will progress more quickly. 
Sometimes, they tell them (with a 
better knowledge of the limited 
data) that the dangers of reinfec¬ 
tion aren’t really known and that 
it’s “better to be safe than sorry.” 

But many HIV-positive people 
reject this advice and don’t use 
condoms for positive-positive sex 
because they haven’t seen any ev¬ 
idence that reinfection can occur 
or that, if it can occur, it poses a 
danger. Of course, unprotected 
sex between people who are HIV¬ 
positive can be dangerous for 
other reasons. Other sexually 
transmitted diseases (STD) can 
threaten your health on their own

viral load. But for positive people 
who know that their positive part¬ 
ners do not have other STDs, two 
questions need to be answered in 
order to understand the real risk: 
Is it possible to be reinfected with 
HIV? And, does reinfection lead 
to faster disease progression either 
through the transmission/cre¬ 
ation of a naturally more virulent 
virus or through the transmission 
of drug resistant virus? 

No one knows. 

Studies contradictory 

The lack of real data on the 
risk of reinfection may also be 
threatening efforts to keep nega¬ 
tive people negative. Some nega¬ 
tive men think if they get infect¬ 
ed, they can finally do away 
with condoms. In fact, 
some of the recent 
(sensationalized) ar¬ 
ticles on barebacking 
cite this as one of the 
reasons some guys want 
to get infected. And, be¬ 
yond this (hopefully) small 
segment, there is a risk 
that a positive person 
might mistakenly 
think their partner is 
also positive and expose someone 
negative to the Virus. 

Dr. Bernard Branson, a re¬ 
searcher at the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
and one of the founders of a com¬ 
munity-based AIDS service orga¬ 
nization in Maryland, has done 
comprehensive research on what’s 
known, and not known, about the 
potential for reinfection. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the research findings are 
contradictory and inconclusive. 
Branson suspects that “reinfec¬ 
tion, if it occurs, is rare.” He says, 
“However, I am not convinced by 
the argument that 18 years into 
the epidemic, no case has been 
documented, because the tools 
necessary to document this have 
only recently become available.” 
Here is a short summary of some 
of the published data supplied by 
Branson. 

• In the new edition of his 
book HIV and the Pathogenesis of 
AIDS (second edition), University 



of California, San Francisco virol¬ 
ogist Dr. Jay Levy writes that “the 
prevalence of infection by more 
than one strain of HIV-1 in vivo 
(the body) is unknown but is 
most probably rare.” Levy sup¬ 
ports this claim with a lengthy 
discussion (pp. 92 - 95) of studies. 

• A study published in AIDS 
(1997 11: 415-422) by Dr. Diaz 
and others describes the evolution 
of the genetic sequence of HIV in 
an infected couple. One partner 
was infected by blood transfusion, 
and passed this infection to her 
partner sexually. They continued 
to have unprotected sexual con¬ 
tact. Because of naturally occur¬ 
ring mutations, the genetic make¬ 
up of the virus diverges over time 
into closely-related “quasi¬ 
species” in each infected per¬ 
son. Analysis of the ge- 

netic sequences in this 
^ couple over time 
showed that the virus 
diverged separately in 
each individual. The 
data indicate that there 
was not a continual 
exchange of HIV be¬ 
tween the sexual 
couple over time 
after the initial transmission - de¬ 
spite their positive-positive un¬ 
protected sex. 

• An older study had similar 
findings. In Nature (1988 
334:440-444), the authors con¬ 
cluded that “it is of interest and 
potential clinical relevance that in 
none of the [three patients’] ge¬ 
nomic libraries (genetic sequence 
of their HIV), nor in a large num¬ 
ber of virus isolates from multiply 
exposed high-risk individuals was 
there evidence for concomitant 
superinfection (simultaneous in¬ 
fection) with HIV-1 strains that 
were genotypically unrelated to 
the predominant viral forms.” 

• In an as-yet unpublished 
CDC study presented as Abstract 
Mo.A.403 at the 11th World AIDS 
Conference, Ron Otten and oth¬ 
ers from the HIV Laboratory tried 
to establish a mixed infection in 
macaques with HIV-2. They 
found that an animal could be

DESCRIPTION 

Oxandrin® oral tablets contain 2.5 mg of the anabolic 
steroid oxandrolone. Oxandrolone is 17/3-hydroxy-17a- 
methyl-2-oxa-5a-androstan-3-one with the following struc¬ 
tural formula: 



Inactive ingredients include cornstarch, lactose, magne¬ 
sium stearate, and hydroxypropyl methylcellulose. 

CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

Anabolic steroids are synthetic derivatives of testosterone. 
Certain clinical effects and adverse reactions demonstrate 
the androgenic properties of this class of drugs. Complete 
dissociation of anabolic and androgenic effects has not 
been achieved. The actions of anabolic steroids are there¬ 
fore similar to those of male sex hormones with the pos¬ 
sibility of causing serious disturbances of growth and 
sexual development if given to young children. Anabolic 
steroids suppress the gonadotropic functions of the pitu¬ 
itary and may exert a direct effect upon the testes. 

During exogenous administration of anabolic androgens, 
endogenous testosterone release is inhibited through inhi¬ 
bition of pituitary luteinizing hormone (LH). At large doses, 
spermatogenesis may be suppressed through feedback 
inhibition of pituitary follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH). 

Anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins and decrease high-density lipopro¬ 
teins. These levels revert to normal on discontinuation of 
treatment. 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Oxandrin is indicated as adjunctive therapy to promote 
weight gain after weight loss following extensive surgery, 
chronic infections, or severe trauma, and in some patients 
who without definite pathophysiologic reasons fail to gain 
or to maintain normal weight, to offset the protein catab¬ 
olism associated with prolonged administration of corti¬ 
costeroids, and for the relief of the bone pain frequently 
accompanying osteoporosis (See DOSAGE AND ADMIN¬

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE

PELIOSIS HEPATIS, A CONDITION IN WHICH LIVER

Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cho¬ 
lestatic hepatitis with jaundice appears or if liver function 
tests become abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontin¬ 
ued and the etiology should be determined. Drug-induced 
jaundice is reversible when the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy 
may cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxan¬ 
drolone therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia 
occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be 
a serious complication in patients with pre-existing 
cardiac, renal, or hepatic disease. Concomitant adminis¬ 
tration of adrenal cortical steroid or ACTH may increase 
the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone mat¬ 
uration without producing compensatory gain in linear 
growth. This adverse effect results in compromised adult 
height. The younger the child, the greater the risk of com¬ 
promising final mature height. The effect on bone matu¬ 
ration should be monitored by assessing bone age of the 
left wrist and hand every 6 months (See PRECAUTIONS: 
Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilizatign (deep¬ 
ening of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Dis¬ 
continuation of drug therapy at the time of evidence of 
mild virilism is necessary to prevent irreversible viriliza¬ 
tion. Some virilizing changes in women are irreversible 
even after prompt discontinuance of therapy and are not 
prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. Menstrual 
irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting fac¬ 
tors II, V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 
Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the 
following side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual peri¬ 
ods, or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or 
ankle swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have 
frequent determination of urine and serum calcium levels 
during the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 
17-alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should 
be obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone 
age should be made during treatment of children to deter¬ 
mine the rate of bone maturation and the effects of andro¬ 
gen therapy on the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol 
determinations should be done periodically as androgenic 
anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins. Serum cholesterol levels may 
increase during therapy. Therefore, caution is required 
when administering these agents to patients with a history 
of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. Serial 
determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodi¬ 
cally for polycythemia in patients who are receiving high 
doses of anabolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anti¬ 
coagulants. Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be 
decreased in order to maintain desired prothrombin time. 
Patients receiving oral anticoagulant therapy require close 
monitoring, especially when anabolic steroids are started 
or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypogly¬ 
cemic agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with 
adrenal cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine¬ 
binding globulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum 
levels and increased resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free 
thyroid hormone levels remain unchanged. In addition, a 
decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine uptake may occur. 
Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for 
carcinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat 
studies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and 
decreased organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesi¬ 
cles, ovaries, uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 
Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving 
long-term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in 
high doses (See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs 
did not lead to regression of the tumors in all cases. 


Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects—Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in 
human milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse 
reactions in nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision 
should be made whether to discontinue nursing or to dis¬ 
continue the drug, taking into account the importance of 
the drug to the mother. 

Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation 
more rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect 
may continue for 6 months after the drug has been 
stopped. Therefore, therapy should be monitored by x-ray 
studies at 6-month intervals in order to avoid the risk of 
compromising adult height. Androgenic anabolic steroid 
therapy should be used very cautiously in children and 
only by specialists who are aware of the effects on bone 
maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with 
use of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis 
and death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis 
with long-term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible 
changes in liver function tests also occur including 
increased bromsulfophthalein (BSP) retention, and 
increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate aminotransferase 
(AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased fre¬ 
quency or persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular 
atrophy and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, 
epididymitis, and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anti¬ 
coagulant therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 
Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See 
PRECAUTIONS: Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum elec¬ 
trolytes (sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See 
PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine 
excretion, increased serum levels of creatinine phospho- 
kinase (CPK). Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of 
gonadotropin secretion. 

OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have 
been reported. It is possible that sodium and water reten¬ 
tion may occur. 

The oral LD 50 of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater 
than 5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but 
gastric lavage may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 
Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a 
replacement for conventional therapy. The duration of 
therapy with Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the 
response of the patient and the possible appearance of 
adverse reactions. Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg 
tablet 2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of indi¬ 
viduals to anabolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of 
as little as 2.5 mg or as much as 20 mg may be required 
to achieve the desired response. A course of therapy of 2 
to 4 weeks is usually adequate. This may be repeated 
intermittently as indicated. 

Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin 
is <0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per 
pound of body weight. This may be repeated intermittently 
as indicated.

im “Bette” Bonko, one of the 
original organizers of the 
Tavern Guild and a corner¬ 
stone in the foundation and pro¬ 
liferation of the Community 
Thrift Store (CTS), died Sunday, 
March 7 at the age of 58 after a 
long battle with diabetes. Bonko’s 
vast knowledge of San Francisco 
and its history made him a fixture 
in the community and helped 
him in establishing both the Tav¬ 
ern Guild and the CTS, one of the 
largest community-based thrift 
operations in the city. 

“Jim was an integral part of 
CTS for many years,” said long¬ 
time friend Stanley Boyd. “Jim 
raised a lot of money for the peo¬ 
ple of the city, he did much to 
make the Tavern Guild a success, 
and helped raise thousands of 
dollars at the many Beaux Arts 
Balls that he helped organize.” 

Boyd, who assumed Bonko's 
position at CTS when Bonko 
stepped down in 1990, expressed 
gratitude to his late friend for 



being a civic and charity-minded 
individual. Bonko was also a fix¬ 
ture on Polk Street where, at the 


age of 19, he began working as a 
bartender at the Polk Gulch Bar. 
He went on to become manager 
of the PS Bar, Restaurant and 
Showroom in Polk’s heyday in the 
early 1970s, and never tired of the 
colorful neighborhood though 
the district’s popularity ebbed as 
the Castro became the epicenter 
of gay culture. 

Bonko started an extensive San 
Francisco gay bar catalog, accord¬ 
ing to Mark Campanella, Bonko’s 
close friend and roommate for 
over 10 years. The catalog, which 
compiles the names and address¬ 
es of every gay bar and under¬ 
ground watering hole ever to exist 
in the city going all the way back 
to 1914, is in its final stages and 
will be left to Bonko’s friends for 
completion. 

Bonko is survived by sister Ca¬ 
role; close friends Campanella, 
George and June Bander, and 
Steve Cox; and the countless 
thousands of men and women of 
the city who knew and loved him. 
A memorial service is being 
planned and will be announced at 
a later date. ▼

Neher, who’s played softball 
“ever since I was seven,” says she’s 
been out so long she couldn’t 
imagine not having a lesbian soft- 
ball league as part of her life. 

“We live, eat and breathe soft- 
ball,” said Brooks, who’s been 
playing since her college days at 
Saint Leo’s College in Florida. She 
and Neher play on three different 
leagues in the Bay Area, “Satur¬ 
days and Sundays, with a fast 
pitch league on Mondays.” 

Neher mentioned that there 
are several very competitive play¬ 
ers this season. “That’s what draws 
more people, that there are such 
good players.” 

As to playing as an out team 
with the rainbow flag unfurled, “It’s 
nice to have the freedom,” Brooks 
said. “You see girlfriends walking 
together, boyfriends. It’s great.”

vocacy Coalition. “It is the single 
most frequently used derogatory 
statement in our schools today.” 

She cited numerous surveys, in¬ 
cluding one by the American Asso¬ 
ciation of University Women show¬ 
ing that 86 percent of all students 
would be “very upset” if they were 
called fag. Male students feared no 
other form of harassment more. “In 
fact, they preferred to be physically 
beaten than to be called a fag.” 

While not all name-calling re¬ 
sults in violence, all reports of vi¬ 
olence have been preceded by less¬ 
er forms of harassment.

dually infected (superinfected) if 
both viruses were introduced si¬ 
multaneously, or if the challenge 
with the second virus was done 
before seroconversion (develop¬ 
ment of antibodies to HIV). But, 
exposing the animal to a second 
strain of HIV after seroconversion 
to the first strain did not result in 
detectable reinfection. 

• There is definitive evidence of 
dual infection of HIV with differ¬ 
ent envelope subtypes or clades of 
the virus (Journal of Infectious Dis¬ 
eases , 1995 171:805-10, and sever¬ 
al studies since then). This was 
first identified in Thailand, where 
subtype B and E were found in the 
same person. But it isn’t known 


Carey outlined “five highly ef¬ 
fective habits of queer young peo¬ 
ple,” the spectrum of coping 
mechanisms they use. 

A self-destructive path can 
lead to substance abuse and sui¬ 
cide. Queer youth are three to five 
times more likely to attempt sui¬ 
cide than are their straight coun¬ 
terparts. “This is particularly 
complex for immigrant families 
whose status in the country may 
not yet be secure,” Carey said. 

Over achievers use activity as “a 
smoke screen” to shield their sexu¬ 
al orientation from others and 
sometimes from themselves. Super 
queer activists “refuse to fall into 
the victim role” and create their 
own support networks. At times 


whether this occurs from simulta¬ 
neous infection by two different 
strains of HIV or through repeat¬ 
ed exposure and reinfection. 

• Patricia Fultz and colleagues 
at the University of Alabama in 
Birmingham have reported on 
their research about reinfection in 
chimpanzees in the Journal of Vi¬ 
rology (April 1998 72:3005-3017). 
These researchers showed, 
through exposing one chim¬ 
panzee to several different strains 
of HIV, that two distinct HIV 
populations did establish them¬ 
selves and coexist. They also 
showed that recombination be¬ 
tween the two subtype B strains 
occurred in this chimpanzee. 
However, in a paper that these re¬ 
searchers presented at a scientific 
conference in September, they re¬ 
ported that the two infections

this can reach a critical mass and 
“cross over into a safety point.” 

Plaintiffs are the fourth typol¬ 
ogy. The Nabozny case “forever al¬ 
tered the playing field,” said Carey.

Anti-gay harassment also 
seems to have led to the victims 
striking back as murders.

It is not until straights become 
the target of anti-gay harassment 
“that school officials perk up their 
ears,” Carey said. 

“The law is only one piece 


could not be detected using usual 
genetic sequencing techniques 
(universal PCR primers) but only 
through a more specialized and 
individualized approach (strain- 
specific primers). Since the genet¬ 
ic sequences of a person’s HIV-1 
strains are rarely known, this 
technique cannot be used outside 
a laboratory setting, and it hasn’t 
yet been proved that dual infec¬ 
tion is possible in humans. 

• At the recent retrovirus con¬ 
ference in Chicago, Dr. Shan Liu 
presented exciting results from his 
studies with people who have re¬ 
mained HIV negative despite being 
multiply-exposed to HIV. Liu was 
able to isolate proviral HIV in the 
resting T-cells of these people 
(though not in blood plasma) 
which appeared to be defective. He 
concluded that these persistently 
HIV-negative, multiply-exposed 
people became infected with this 
defective HIV strain, which gave 
them protection from reinfection 
despite repeated subsequent expo¬ 
sures. This raises the question of 
whether infection with HIV in¬ 
duces immunity from reinfection. 

These studies are a start but 
they aren’t conclusive. They don’t 
provide convincing evidence to 
positive people about whether 
they should use a condom for 
positive-positive sex. More and 
better research needs to be con¬ 
ducted in human subjects. Until 
more comprehensive research is 
undertaken, many positive people

^ ere was a ^ me > an d not l° n g a S°> when the 
Asian American Film Festival playlist was so 
rife with lesbians, gays, and trannies that it 
*■■ looked as much queer as Asian American. In 
the past few years, this component seems to have dwin¬ 
dled to the point where now, in its 17th year, there’s only 
one bona fide gay feature, one subtly queer one, and two 
programs of queer shorts. Not to complain, though; while 
aficionados of queer cinema will find much to like, if not 
love here, there are a number of striking works that 
should inspire even the most insular homos to venture 
out to find some general cultural truths. But we’ll con¬ 
centrate mostly on the queer stuff here. 

The lone gay feature is the accurately titled Beauty 
(1998), a Hong Kong/Chinese coproduction written and 
directed by Yonfan of Bugis Street fame. Fans of that ear¬ 
lier work will recognize the director’s signature style of 
shimmering colors, meandering narrative, and lots of 
beautiful, vaguely tormented boys. Yonfan is a well- 
known photographer, and it shows in this story of hand¬ 
some gigolo Jet (Stephen Fung), who seems to have drift¬ 
ed into prostitution for lack of anything better to do. Sick 
of the pawings of monied old queens, he falls in love with 
a seemingly well-adjusted cop named Sam (Daniel Wu), 
who has his own little secrets. The plot slides decorative- 
ly into bathos as the romantic intrigue blooms, but in 
Yonfan’s dreamy diversions, plot is secondary. What res¬ 
onate here, as they did in Bugis Street, are the quiet mo-

Author Alice Echols’ new bi¬ 
ography of red-hot mama Janis 
Joplin, Scars of Sweet Paradise 
(Metropolitan) makes dear that 
Joplin took both men and women 
for her lovers, though she was by 
no means a lesbian activist. Her 
choice of sex partners is described 
as “situational and circumstan¬ 
tial,” her sexuality “expansive.” 
Still, we do get the goods (and the 
pics) on the gals, including Julie 
Paul, described as “a butch dyke 
and one of the sweetest people I 
ever met,” and Joplin’s SF girl¬ 
friend Jae Whitaker, who thinks 
Janis liked her “because she was 
considered a catch in the lesbian 
community and knew old blues 
and R&B, but also because she 
was black.” 

Meanwhile, of course, JJ had 
lots of self-destruction going on. 
Describing her SF days to a re¬ 
porter, Joplin said, “I wanted to 
smoke dope, take dope, lick dope,

suck dope, fuck dope, anything I 
could lay my hands on I wanted 
to do it.” Sounds pretty discrimi¬ 
nating, but not too great for 
longevity. 

Now, singer-songwriter Janis 
Ian is still alive and kicking, hav¬ 
ing played the 25th anniversary of 
NYC club The Bottom Line last 
month. A live recording of her ap¬ 
pearance on that stage in 1980 has 
just been released, in which she 
sings her anthems “Society’s 
Child” and “At Seventeen.” In an 
interview with NYC DJ Vin Scel- 
sa, Ian acknowledges that these 
songs have become classics for hy¬ 
persensitive youth. Parents take 
their kids to hear her, saying, 
“Here, you’re 17 now!” Though 
we remember her as an out les¬ 
bian, Ian says nothing to Scelsa 
about her work speaking to queer 
youth. 

She does say about artists 
doing covers of her songs: “I don’t 

get the Dead Kennedys [doing 
covers]. Mel Torme and Cher 

singing ‘Stars’ — I get the weird 
ones!” 

He may have been weird, but 
he made films for the ages: RIP 
filmmaker Stanley Kubrick. 

We’d go on about what HAL 
means to us, but we have to take 
our miniature poodle Pepi out for 
a walk and a tango. T

Trank Rich Is Dead'

en Brantley Is Dead ? Nah. 

Steve Winn Is Dead*. Possi- 
: ble but parochial. Six years 
after he left his job as drama crit¬ 
ic for The New York Times, Frank 
Rich still has a name that can fuel 
a title. Frank Rich Is Dead opened 
last week at Venue 9, and the 
number of theatre critics in the 
audience on opening night spoke 
to the curious lure of a noted col¬ 
league’s imaginary demise. 

The one-man play written and 
performed by Mark Insko starts 
off as a diatribe against the critic, 
viewed by the narrator as some¬ 
one who squelches creativity. “So I 
squelched the squelcher,” the 
nerdy Arthur Klemschtepp im¬ 
prudently blurts out at an acting 
audition before he is hauled off to 
jail. At this point, Insko’s true mo¬ 
tives begin to reveal themselves, 
though the full scope of this 65- 
minute enterprise doesn’t come 
into focus until the final mo¬ 
ments. 


Rather than a riff on critics, 
Frank Rich Is Dead turns out to be 
Pirandellian escapade that con¬ 
tinually undermines reality until 
the distance between life and illu¬ 
sion is obliterated. But if that 
sounds like a heavy synopsis, this 
show is actually a delightfully hu¬ 
morous and imaginative under¬ 
taking that provides the versatile, 
diminutive Insko with a showcase 
that is, well, adorable. 

Arthur Klemschtepp is a man 
with a childish grip on the world, 
someone playing at life in the key 
of Pee-wee Herman. But Insko, so 
convincing in this bratty mode, 
shifts into other personas with a 
sometimes startling aplomb. He 
switches to somber for Frank Rich 
and to country-lawyer mode in 
the trial scene. But there is no fun¬ 
nier moment than when Arthur, 
after deciding to serve as his own 
attorney, puts himself on the 
stand and proceeds to bully the 
witness. 

Well, there may be a funnier 
moment. After his defense miser¬ 
ably fails, Arthur winds up in a

he Untamed Stage comes 
p across as something akin to 
II what Mickey and Judy 
might have created if they lived in 
the Weimar Republic. This Franz- 
and-Ilsa-Let’s-Put-on-a-Show 
vaudeville, a tribute to Berlin 
cabaret that flourished between 
the wars, has the feel of a talent 
show among friends who are their 
own best audiences. 

There is a promising concept 
behind the production, an 
evening that delivers the real 
goods that the musical Cabaret 
offered in pastiche. But the suc¬ 
cession of variety acts are at best 
amiably amusing — though hard¬ 
ly “untamed” — and performed 
with a second-tier competence 
that seems misplaced in a large 
venue like the 7th Note Nightclub. 

The program includes a drag 
queen (Arturo Galster) in a so-so 
impersonation of Marlene Diet- 
rich, several chanteuses (Cindy 
Goldfield, Helen Shumaker, Leigh 


Crow) with undistinguished voic¬ 
es, a genderbending man (David 
Bicha) and a spoken-word per¬ 
former (Erin-Kate Whitcomb) 
trying to be saucy, and an awk¬ 
ward emcee (Beni Ocker) who’s a 
jack of many trades and the mas¬ 
ter of one. He does do a mesmer¬ 
izing fire baton act that wouldn’t 
have been out of place on The Ed 
Sullivan Show, if you don’t count 
the leather jockstrap. 

The 80-minute production 
was created by Scrumbly Kold- 
ewyn, who leads a three-piece 
band from the piano and briefly 
takes center stage to play the 
ukulele. Drummer Bob Ernst also 
leaves the bandstand to perform a 
funny-strange little dance behind 
a zaftig fraulein that at least briefly 
suggests the kind of imaginative 
and transporting experience that 
the premise promises. ▼

pyschiatric ward, where he con¬ 
vinces the authorities to let him 
put on a show. In a tour de force 
number, Arthur manages to quote 
just about every Las Vegas lounge 
act cliche, with a bit of furious 
Ann Miller tapping thrown in for 
good measure. And who should 
show up to review the asylum 
spectacle? Frank Rich, who per¬ 
haps Arthur only imagined mur¬ 
dering. Reality takes a few more 
hits before all is said and done. 

Director J. David Blazevich 
brings a clever hand, creating 
scene changes that are their own 
little shows, and fine-tuning the 
subtle kind of touches that help 
make Frank Rich Is Dead special. 
Long live Frank Rich. ▼

ments of connection between 
troubled souls, and the everpre¬ 
sent sense that pleasure is fleeting 
but always worth pursuing. The 
film was based on a real gay scan¬ 
dal in Hong Kong involving cops, 
gigolos, and some steamy pic¬ 
tures. 

Less beautiful but more engag¬ 
ing is Miike Takashi’s Blues Harp 
(1998), which manages to set up 
and nail a number of targets in its 
yakuza-revenge tale with heavy 
homo underpinnings. “Under” 
may be the wrong word — much 
of what happens here is fueled by 
a subtle queer menage. Kenji is 
saved from a rival gang by Chuji 
(Hiroyuki Ikeuchi), a harmonica 
player at a local club. Kenji’s 
thanks comes in the form of 
falling in love with Chuji, though 
he does it discreetly, achingly, 
from afar. Meanwhile, Kenji’s 
sidekick Kakeno sees what’s hap¬ 
pening and flips, selling out his 
beloved boss out of sheer frustra¬ 
tion. A slew of subplots involving 
Chuji’s mixed-race status, gang 
warfare, and some solid blues 
music interludes keep things vio¬ 
lent and lively. In this context, the 
fleeting scenes of unequivocal 
queerdom leap off the screen, as 
when the hunky, tortured Kakeno 
is sitting naked in a steamroom 
while another man moves in¬ 
evitably toward him. One-sided 
love affairs never looked more al¬ 
luring than in this surprisingly 
subtle, well-acted film. 

Dykes get their due in a pro¬ 
gram of shorts called Meow Mix. 
It opens with avant-garde fave 
Lynne Chan, whose life-size 
(1998) uses pop culture icons and 
witty confessions to trace an ob¬ 


session with another girl. Chan is 
informative, too; who knew that 
“all girls taste different — mashed 
potatoes, grapefruit, Cheetos...”? 
In the Canadian telefunk 8 (1998), 
director Nicole Chung delves into 
slacker girl culture with pleasing 
results, as her heroine, Chloe, 
deserts her boyfriend — who de¬ 
mands they dress up like super¬ 
heroes before having sex — for 
the more relaxed pleasures of les¬ 
bianism. For the hardcore crowd, 
there’s Asian Pussy Potluck v. 4 
(1999), a four-minute barrage of 
lesbian anime, Asian dyke porn, 
and over-the-top images from HK 
films featuring the likes of Maggie 
Cheung and Anita Mui. To the 
tune of Gothic chanting, Antonia 
Kao’s Happy Birthday (1999) sug¬ 
gests a novel birthday present — 
your naked, dolled-up, s8cm self 

— for your best galfriend. Mis- 
hann Lau’s Come and Go (1998) 
keeps things steamy with a brief 
tale of life and love at the local 
dyke bar. Video Letters Between 
Mimi & Nari (1998) shows that 
even distance can’t prevent a 
clever bisexual from enjoying all 
that life has to offer. Pratibha Par- 
mar’s Wavelengths (1997) explores 
cybersex as an alternative to the 
ever-frustrating Real Thing. The 
best thing here is a charming fan¬ 
tasy of a talking ice cream carton 
seducing a dyke on the rebound 

— consumerism as sex. This pro¬ 
gram concludes on a flat note 
with Holiday (1998), a kitschy 
karaoke video to the tune of En- 
glebert Humperdinck’s “What 
Now My Love?” 

Male call 

Queer boys are the subject of 
You’ve Got Males. This six-short 
program opens with Pocahontas 
(1998), Ho Tam’s satirical video 
starring a tranny version of the 


Indian princess, who prances 
through the forest, showing an 
occasional muscular calf and sug¬ 
gestively rubbing tree trunks. 
Ronald Bolisay’s Against the Grain 
(1997) is an ambitious attempt to 
take on the exploitative elements 
of the “rice queen” phenomenon, 
complete with an Asian man liter¬ 
ally covered in rice. Canada’s be¬ 
coming a hotbed of queer short 
films, here represented by Kevin 
d’souza and Arif Noorani’s Puri, 
which has juicy hardcore elements 
(Asian student buttfucks middle- 
aged white teacher) and comical 
clips from Bollywood extravagan¬ 
zas. Trac Vu’s Among Others 
(1998) is an affecting look at the 
travails of a young immigrant 
who’s also a much-put-upon hus¬ 
tler. There’s some fine imagery 
here, notably a recurring shot of 
refugees standing motionless in 
the ocean, unable to reach the 
shore. Liu Awaiting Spring (1998) 
is Andrew Soo’s lovely homage to 
the inspiration of Chinese Opera 
in growing up gay in Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia. The strongest entry here is 
also the longest, Dong Hoon 
Park’s Mother (1993), a 30-minute 
Korean prison drama. The intri¬ 
cate interplay of two straight men 
who, after a string of brutal en¬ 
counters, become lovers, has a 
claustrophobic intensity thanks to 
a Gothic lighting scheme and 
grainy footage that makes what’s 
happening look all too real. 

In the non-queer realm, the 
festival has corralled some out¬ 
standing works, particularly in 
documentary. Among the must- 
sees is Barbara Sonneborn’s Regret 
to Inform (1998), which got the 
award for best documentary at 
Sundance. This wrenching film 
performs a miracle of cultural in¬ 
tegration in its interviews with 
both American and Vietnamese 
women who lost their husbands 
to the Vietnam War. A good par¬ 
allel here is Silence Broken: Korean 
Comfort Women (1998). Dai Sil 
Kim-Gibson’s strong Film is also 
interview-based (with a long re¬ 
enactment), this time airing the 
true stories of the women who 
were forced into whoredom by 
Japanese soldiers who needed 
“comfort” during World War II, a 
scandal that is only now being ad¬ 
dressed by the Japanese govern¬ 
ment. ▼

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Displaced bodies 

Mike Hoolboom's 'Panic Bodies' at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts

n the opening segment of 

Panic Bodies, Canadian film- 
si maker Mike Hoolboom talks 
poetically about the inevitable 
sense of displacement that ac¬ 
companied his HIV diagnosis: “I 
felt like a virus that’s come to rest 
in this body for awhile.” But 
Hoolboom is no ordinary film¬ 
maker, and Panic Bodies never 
succumbs to the gross sentimen¬ 
tality that marks much of “AIDS 
cinema.” He in fact finds a curi¬ 
ous solace in his betrayer, as if a 
kind of body logic and pathos 
coexist with the disease: “My life 
possessed a shape after all, a 
unity ... that shape was my 
body.” 

The beauty of the body and 
its tragic temporality are the dri¬ 
ving motifs of this powerful six- 
part experimental feature, which 
SF Cinematheque presents 
tonight (Thursday, March 11, 
7:30 p.m.) at Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts. The opening seg¬ 
ment, “Positiv,” splits the screen 
into four smaller ones, with one 
occupied by Hoolboom mono- 
loguing about AIDS, and the 
other three filled with such var¬ 
ied treats as home movies, found 
footage, porn samples, mi¬ 
croscopy, and pop culture im¬ 
agery from Michael Jackson to 
Terminator 2. Hoolboom is 
sometimes serious and some¬ 
times mocking in his words (“I 
wanted to be a fat ice cream 
queen with nice skin”), and the 
bright, flashing images often play 
off them. When he talks about 
how “600 cells die in the body 
every day, and every six years 
we’re a new person,” one of the 
smaller screens shows a riot of 
microscopic cell activity. Typical 
of Hoolboom’s skills is his rapid 
intercutting of an atomic bomb 
explosion with a single hand, a 
telling image of the kind of indi¬ 
vidual apocalypse that, for the 
director, is woven into modern 
life. 

A more whimsical sensibility 
emerges in the next segment, “A 
Boy’s Life.” Toronto performance 
artist Ed Johnson appears as a 


naked man haunted by his child¬ 
hood (seen in fractured home- 
movie inserts) and, even more, 
by his prick, which he plays with 
so much that it falls off. While 
Ed is busy searching for his lost 
appendage, Hoolboom is play¬ 
ful, reminding us of Ed’s quest 
with a cut-out penis shape 
through which we see the action. 
Of course, this is not exactly 
standard light fare. A scene 
where Ed eats a baby doll that’s 
been halfway up his ass recalls 
Goya, while scenes of multiple 
Eds masturbating (seen through 
a kaleidoscope) are as unsettling 
as they are amusing. 

White light 

The next part, “Eternity,” is a 
10-minute exegesis of The End, 
in the form of a letter from 
Hoolboom’s friend Tom describ¬ 
ing the latter’s experience with 
“the white light after death” and 
his overseeing of his brother’s 
demise. Much of this segment 
was shot in near-total darkness, 
as befits the subject; any illumi¬ 
nation comes from the words, 
which again have poetic reso¬ 
nance: “Then just at the last, 
concern for someone I knew 
pulled me back.” 

Some of the works here are 
more accessible than others. The 
next segment, “1 + 1 + 1,” shows a 
drunken couple laughingly as¬ 
saulting each other, dressing and 
undressing, and generally carry¬ 
ing on behind Hoolboom’s 
opaque mise en scene, which con¬ 
sists of scratchy footage, colors 
that bleed all over the action, and 
a throbbing industrial sound¬ 
track. But the director is kind in 
showing us some of the same 
scenes again without the obscur¬ 
ing overlays. 

Part five, “Moucle’s Island,” 
stars Viennese filmmaker 
Moucle Blackout in some of the 
action, but most viewers will be 
more intrigued by interpolated 
ancient footage from some for¬ 
gotten Naturist epic of the 1930s. 
This one turns a mock-innocent 
boat cruise and naked volleyball 
game into a blissful lesbian idyll, 
with the coyly cavorting women 
an ideal symbol for Hoolboom’s

obsession with the sweet mo¬ 
ment in which the body is free, 
even if only in an old porn film. 

The last and longest segment 
is “Passing On,” a lyrical, typical¬ 
ly confessional effort that encap¬ 
sulates what’s preceded it. Hool¬ 
boom’s dance with death — a 
motif acknowledged in the me¬ 
dieval woodcut segues between 
segments — resonates in dou¬ 
ble-exposed shots of anonymous 
people simply crossing a square, 
some of them “real,” others 
shown as faint, literal “ghosts” 
coexisting with those still in the 
temporal present. In voiceover, 
Hoolboom talks about the “con¬ 
spiracy of chromosomes” that 
make up the human being, but 
the phrase is ironic; for him, 
nothing is more real, or human, 
or felt, than what that conspira¬ 
cy has created. ▼

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Uneven fortnight 

Jeffrey Tate conducts the SF Symphony

nglish conductor Jeffrey 
Tate recently concluded two 
highly anticipated weeks of 
subscription concerts at Davies 
Symphony Hall. His appearances 
were funded by the Louise M. 
Davies Guest Conductor Fund, 
and regular patrons were certain¬ 
ly given yet another reason to 
posthumously thank their gener¬ 
ous patron. 

The performances did not live 
up to their ambitions, but the or¬ 
chestra and the maestro were will¬ 
ing to gamble with wildly varying 
repertoire and off-beat choices, 
and such bravery can only be 
chanced with some Financial 
cushioning in place. 

Tate has made a reputation 
with the diversity of his musical 
tastes and skills, and sometimes, 
all it takes to make an indelible 
memory is just such a spirit of ad¬ 
venture. Unfortunately, not all the 
risks paid off, and Tate’s fortnight 
was marred by uneven interpreta¬ 
tions and a curious lethargy. He 
was better than the tepid reviews 
in the local press would indicate, 
but he had clearly bitten off a 
treacherous mouthful, and the 
overriding impression was under¬ 
whelming. 

The first week was concertiz- 
ing on a grand scale, and the sec¬ 
ond was subtle and cerebral. Sa¬ 
vored back to back, the effect was 
an impressive display of Tate’s 
range. Individually, the programs 
were less satisfying. More re¬ 
hearsal might have allowed for 
more cohesive renditions, yet 
there were some wonderful mo¬ 
ments and no reason for apolo¬ 
gies from either conductor or 
players. 

The whole mammoth under¬ 
taking started with Humperdinck’s 
Overture to Hansel und Gretel, and 
the heavy-handed performance 
signaled future problems. Tate has 
recorded the entire opera, and it is 
a treasurable interpretation. This 
time around, the sense of story¬ 
book wonder was replaced with an 
inappropriate solemnity and lack 
of grace. 

The first half of that concert 
was shared by the slight and 
charming Concerto da camera for 
Flute, English Horn and Strings 
by Franco/Swiss composer Arthur 
Honegger. Paul Renzi and Julie 
Ann Giacobassi (both San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony members) es¬ 
sayed their roles with just the 
right touch of Gallic wit and wist¬ 
fulness. It was a substitution for a 
previously scheduled perfor- 
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Conductor Jeffrey Tate 


mance by departed First Chair Vi¬ 
olin Raymond Kobler, but there 
was nothing makeshift about it. 
The only indication of patchwork 
programming was the relative 
lightness of the score when sur¬ 
rounded by such ponderous 
bookends. 

The concert’s second half was 
filled to overflowing with Richard 
Strauss’ everything-but-the- 
kitchen-sink tone poem, An 
Alpine Symphony, Opus 64. This 
was the composer’s last essay in 
the genre, and he treated himself 
to a ridiculously large orchestra 
and a sometimes cartoonishly 
drawn depiction of a long trek up 
and down a mountain. If Tate 
could not manage a structurally 
consistent interpretation, a lot of 
the blame could be attributed to 
the author’s lack of restraint. 

Still, there are many fine 
episodes in the score, and it is 
hard to resist a wind machine, 
sheep bells and offstage horns. 
Strauss even dared a quiet ending 
after all that bombast, and detrac¬ 
tors could never deny his magnif¬ 
icent knack for orchestration. The 
audience and the orchestra were 
left exhausted, and the response 
was likewise — tired. 

Kinder, gentler 

Week Two of Tate’s visit was an 
altogether different kettle of fish. 
Gone were the extra players and 
bloated compositions. The entire 
program was conceived in a more 
intimate light and was presented 
in the spirit of a chamber concert. 

Arnold Schoenberg’s intense 
and evocative Chamber Sympho¬ 
ny No. 2, Opus 38 started the bill 
in a mood of searching medita¬ 
tion, and while the performance 
seemed a little cloudy, the atten¬ 


tive audience discovered a sel¬ 
dom-heard masterpiece. Too bad 
there was less audience than 
usual, but what did Tate expect 
when the mere mention of 
Schoenberg’s name is synony¬ 
mous with all that is difficult in 
modern music to the average con- 
certgoer? It is, of course, an un¬ 
fortunate and unfair stereotype, 
but there you have it. 

Benjamin Britten’s delicately 
etched Nocturne for Tenor and 
Chamber Orchestra is another 
rarity in live performance, and 
again, Tate must be congratulated 
for his uncompromising reperto¬ 
ry choices. This would have sold 
out a smaller venue, but it de¬ 
serves a hearing in the “big house” 
anyway, and John Mark Ainsley 
gave a suitably restrained and 
beautifully pitched performance. 
The small-scale orchestra showed 
Britten’s wondrous knack for get¬ 
ting unforgettable effects with an 
economy of means, and the entire 
piece seemed just right. 

Jeffrey Tate concluded his visit 
with a lively traversal of Britten’s 
arrangement of Henry Purcell’s 
Chacony in G minor for strings, 
and Haydn’s Symphony No. 97 in 
C minor. Both pieces perked the 
audience up considerably, with the 
effect of getting a lollipop at the 
doctor’s. You will never get a com¬ 
plaint from me for programming 
anything by Haydn anytime or 
anyplace. If the evening was a little 
underwhelming over all, I suspect 
it was more context than content. 
Let’s hope Tate will not be put off 
from future visits by lukewarm re¬ 
views or polite applause. There is a 
need for such experimentation at 
the Symphony, and not every 
week can be a Michael Tilson 
Thomas moment. ▼

Notes From All Over 


ong before multicultural- 
ism became the arts buzz¬ 
word of the decade, Peter 
Sellars was mining it, bravely, in¬ 
dividually and highly creatively. In 
the 1980s, when the now¬ 
fortysomething Sellars became 
the latest enfant terrible of the 
opera world with his psychologi¬ 
cally penetrating — and, it needs 
saying, enduring — opera pro¬ 
ductions that located Mozart’s 
Don Giovanni in Spanish Harlem, 
Handel’s Giulio Cesare in the 
Cairo Hilton, Wagner’s 
Tannhduser in the milieu of 
American televangelists, and De¬ 
bussy’s Pelleas et Melisande in nar¬ 
cissistic Malibu, elements of stage 
traditions such as Noh and butoh 
emigrated into his mise en scene in 
ways that amplified the produc¬ 
tions even if they didn’t always 
clarify them. Clarity was for ba¬ 
bies, Sellars productions pro¬ 
claimed. Try mystery; it lasts 
longer. 

Those productions didn’t just 
change how I viewed those op¬ 
eras, they changed the way I 
viewed the world. In recent years 
I’ve found myself in 
the company of those 
who have wondered if 
Sellars had lost his 
way. His last full- 
length piece that 
played locally, the 
John Adams musical I 
Was Looking at the Ceiling 
and Then • 

T Savv the 

Sky, _ 

seemed 

like American multiculturalism at 
its lowest common denominator, 
but the problems seemed easily 
attributable to June Jordan’s exe¬ 
crable, cliche-ridden libretto. His 
latest production, a new realiza¬ 
tion of the 16th-century Chinese 
opera The Peony Pavilion that had 
its American premiere at Berke¬ 
ley’s Zellerbach Hall Friday night, 
a presentation of the enterprising 
Cal Performances, looked, sound¬ 
ed and more importantly felt like 
a return to the Sellars of the ge¬ 
nius years. At its best, it felt like 
the work all his previous produc¬ 
tions have been leading up to, a 
climax if not yet a summa. 

The West was denied its view 
of Tang Xianzu’s Ming Dynasty 
original when, at the last minute, 
the Chinese government yanked 
its promised production of that 
Peony Pavilion from last summer’s 
Lincoln Center Festival. While the 
comparison would doubtless have 
been instructive, Sellars’ version, 
performed in both Chinese and 
English and based on a transla¬ 
tion of the Chinese drama by re¬ 
tired UC Berkeley East Asian Lan¬ 
guages Professor Cyril Birch and 
set to a new score by composer 
Tan Dun, was from its inception 
meant to be something new. It 
came out of Sellars’ own en¬ 
counter in Los Angeles with 
Madame Hua Wenyi, a former 
Shanghai opera star, who called 
his attention to the work and of¬ 
fered to collaborate in a produc¬ 
tion of it on the condition that it 
not be the standard work, with 
which she declared herself bored. 
To use the two English words 
most frequently heard in Asia, No 
Problem. 

Usual suspects 

Conspiring with the usual Sel¬ 
lars suspects, set designer George

Tsypin, costume designer Dunya 
Ramicova, lighting designer James 
Ingalls and sound designer Janet 
Kalas, the director has mounted a 
production almost aggressively 
modern in its techno look — 
video screens ringing the stage, 
production crew in full view, 
cords everywhere — 
yet timeless in that 
immediate way that 
marks Sellars at his 
most reaching. The 
story, in its original told 
over 55 scenes lasting 
longer than Wagner’s Ring 

_ (it seems 

more 

_ than a lit¬ 
tle churl¬ 
ish to note that the new version, 
at three and a quarter hours, in¬ 
termittently feels long), has been 
pared back to its fundamentals. 
For all that’s going on onstage, it 
reads clearly and quickly seizes the 
viewer. 

It’s worth hearing the plot first 
in its single-sentence version 
(probably Sellars’) in the program 
synopsis: “Du Liniang meets Liu 
Mengmei first in her dream, then 
as a ghost, and again as a mortal 
girl after being reborn in the 
Peony Pavilion, on the Road of 
Three Lifetimes.” A teenage girl 
has a vision of her ideal lover, in 
the midst of a life of plenty starves 
to death for want of him, and 
shortly before dying paints a self- 
portrait. Three generations later 
that lover, a poor young scholar, 
finds his way to her grave, recog¬ 
nizes his beloved in the picture, 
conjures her ghost and loves her 
back to life. The overtones of 
Romeo and Juliet, in reverse, and 
Orpheus and Eurydice add a rich 
resonance to the exotic tale. 

Tan Dun’s score is a nearly 
ideal vehicle. In Part I, he links 
episodes of traditional kunqu 
music, beautifully dispatched by 
Min Xiao-Fen on pipa, Wang 
Zhensheng on dizi and erhu, and 
David Cossin on percussion, with 
interludes of his own devising. 
And in the vastly more ambitious 
two hours of Part II, he con¬ 
tributes a new score made from 
whole cloth that juxtaposes Chi¬ 
nese musical gestures with a com¬ 
puter-enhanced, majorly MIDI- 
fied, 1998 score that draws freely 
from a range of musical tradi¬ 
tions, including European opera 
(some of the music for the bril¬ 
liant soprano Ying Huang recalls, 
not inaptly, the mad scene from 
Lucia di Lammermoor) and plain- 
chant as gussied up by Montever¬ 


di, all cogently conducted by 
Steven Osgood.

is very expressive and loves to just 
put it out there,” she said. “For me, 
this has been very cathartic. 
Where someone else would go to 
therapy, I get out on that stage 
and, boy, when the curtain goes 
down, I feel so great.” 

Swisher and her older sister 
became part of the Synanon fam¬ 
ily when her mother decided to 
move into the Marin compound 
in search of a better way of life. 
Parents and children were sepa¬ 
rated for weeks, and the young 
ones were expected to view each 
other as siblings. Unlike cults that 
predict an apocalypse, wind up as 
mass suicides, or are totally closed 
off from the outside world, mem¬ 
bers of Synanon had access to : 
television, newspapers and maga¬ 
zines, and made periodic shop¬ 
ping trips into Petaluma. Time in 
the community was often spent in 
such lofty pursuits as studying the 
philosophies of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 

But as the years went by, 
founder Charles Dederich began 
instituting bizarre policies, in¬ 
cluding mandatory abortions and 
forced mate-swapping, and he 
pleaded no contest to charges that 
he conspired to commit murder 
by placing a rattlesnake in the 
mailbox of a lawyer who had sued 
the organization. But Swisher 
knew little about the darker side 
of her home when she made the 
break at age 18. 

“I decided to leave because I 
was a teenager, and I wanted to go 
to college and stay out late and 
date boys with long hair and 
know what it was like to go to a 
dance club,” she said. “I wanted to 
leave for pure, petty teenage rea¬ 
sons. I was trying to happen.” 

Confrontation tactics 

Leaving the community was 
not an easy process, but Swisher 
said “you were respected if you 
announced it and dealt with peo¬ 
ple confronting you. The unre¬ 
spectable way was to run down 
the road in the middle of the 
night. My sister had left the incor¬ 
rect way, so I let them sit me down 
and yell at me and cry, and then 1 
left.” 

Swisher’s sister had moved in 
with her father in Oakland, and 
she joined them when she left 
Synanon. “I was ecstatic, but I also 
said to myself that I’m going to 
show the community that I’m not 
going to slip up, so I didn’t touch 
drugs or alcohol for a long time. I 
was overcompensating the other 
way, very anal, but my sister had 
done a full 180 and was complete¬ 
ly a rebel. She said, ‘You can hang 


out with me, but I’m a new per¬ 
son. You can’t tell me what to do.’ 
It was a horrifying beginning, but 
the wonderful next part of that 
was when I realized, ‘Goddamn, 
I’m really free. This is cool.’” 

Swisher, now in her early 30s, 
studied theater at San Francisco 
State University before moving to 
Los Angeles to pursue an acting 
career. “I didn’t realize I needed 
catharsis until years after I moved 
out of the community,” she said. 
“I just ignored it, lied about it, de¬ 
nied that I grew up that way. It 
was all la-ti-da, and it wasn’t until 
the early ’90s when the communi¬ 
ty was officially, collapsing that I 
started thinking about my yxastv 
And then when >Waco. happened*) 
it really set me off wanting to 
write about my story.” 

Swisher began the process four 
years ago, and has workshopped 
the piece in several places, includ¬ 
ing the Sundance Institute. Hun¬ 
dreds of Sisters and One Big Broth¬ 
er made its official debut last year 
at an off-off-Broadway theater, 
and Swisher has hopes of return¬ 
ing to New York at a larger the¬ 
atre. But first there is the San 
Francisco run, which Swisher 
views rather nervously as per¬ 
forming for a family reunion. 

There will be former Synanon 
members in the audience, includ¬ 
ing her mother, who will be seeing 
the play for the first time. “Initially, 
when I first started to write it, it was 
very hard for her,” Swisher said. 
“She had no distance from the 
community, but ultimately the 
communication brought us closer 
together. She’s become one of my 
greatest supporters on this project.” 

She isn’t sure how other for¬ 
mer members will react. “I think 
some people will be very upset by 
the play if they’re not in a place to 
deal with it,” Swisher said, “and 
others will feel it gives them a 
sense of closure, and other people 
might just be thoroughly enter¬ 
tained and go, ‘It’s so funny she 
saw the community that way.’ 
After all, it’s theatre.” 

Though the subject matter has 
serious underpinnings, Swisher 
emphasized that the piece isn’t a 
grim affair. “I’m trying to find a 
commercial way in with this 
package,” she said, “and besides, 
what I’ve evolved into today is a 
really comical, high-energy per¬ 
son. So it’s totally funny.” T

|Fl : ynanon began as an es- 
• teemed drug-rehabilitation 
program, evolved into a 
commune with Utopian ideals, and 
decayed into a cult with a twisted 
dogma and scary tactics. For Deb¬ 
orah Swisher, it was family. 

“When you go to someone’s 
house, they have all their little pic¬ 
tures of growing up on the man¬ 
tle,” the Berkeley native said in a 
recent interview from New York. 
“There is no mantle for me to go 
to, unless I want to go to the re¬ 
search department at UCLA, sign 
a waiver, sit in a glass room, and 
look at these documents. There’s 
my family, boxed up in some kind 
of security cage. It’s a weird feel¬ 
ing.” 

Swisher found herself in that 
space as she researched the cage 
that had been her world from age 
7 to 18. Now an actress and a 
stand-up comic, Swisher figured 
her unusual experiences could 
serve a dual purpose: to provide a 
showcase for her talents and to 
help her sort out her personal his¬ 
tory. The result is Hundreds of Sis¬ 
ters and One Big Brother, a one- 
woman play opening this week at 
Brava Theatre Center.

show about old dances. Fosse 
weaves together bits and pieces of 
the late Bob Fosse’s distinctive 
choreography, from his work in 
the early days of television to his 
glory days on Broadway and in 
Hollywood. The dancing by the 
ensemble cast is often terrific, but 
its staying power is low. 

Unlike Jerome Robbins’ Broad¬ 
way, which went to great lengths 
to recreate the contexts and even 
the sets from which the show¬ 
cased choreography emerged, 
Fosse uses a more impressionistic 
approach. Numbers flow together 
on the stripped-down set, and 
while often executed with imagi¬ 
nation, the emotions that once in¬ 
spired the various casts of charac¬ 
ters to break into dance are miss¬ 
ing. The numbers that work the 
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best arrive as self-contained 
scenes. “Steam Heat” and “Big 
Spender,” for example, tell their 
own stories, and the exciting fi¬ 


nale staged to Benny Goodman’s 
“Sing, Sing, Sing” was created by 
Fosse as a stand-alone component 
of Dancin’. 

Fosse is a high-energy diver¬ 
sion, a label that most certainly 
cannot be applied to the other 
major new musical of the season, 
Parade, which arrived at Lincoln 
Center with an intriguing list of 
credits. Veteran director Hal 
Prince ( Phantom of the Opera), 
popular playwright Alfred Uhry 
(Driving Miss Daisy), and rising 
songwriter jason Roberts Brown 
joined forces to create a musical 
about a seemingly unmusical sub¬ 
ject: the unfair trial and ultimate 
lynching of a Jewish businessman 
in 1920s Atlanta. 

This is the actual tale of Leo 
Frank, and but the musical ac¬ 
counting is an often dry and emo¬ 
tionally thin variation. It doesn’t 
add much to a discourse on prej¬ 
udice (and the treatment of its 
black characters is borderline of¬ 
fensive), and it is only late in the 
second act that the central char¬ 
acters begin to develop into fig¬ 
ures worth caring about. Yet there 
is solid professionalism about the 


effort, though that was not 
enough to fill the seats. Parade 
closed shortly after I saw it. 

Brent Carver, who won a Tony 
Award as the gay window-dresser 
in Kiss of the Spider Woman, made 
his return to Broadway as Leo 
Frank. But he missed many of the 
final performances because of an 
illness in his family. By the time I 
saw the show, understudy Don 
Stephenson was obviously well- 
versed in the role. My other expe¬ 
rience with the dreaded “At this 
performance” slip of paper in the 
Playbill had deeper ramifications. 

Douglas Sills is reportedly the 
best reason to see The Scarlet Pim¬ 
pernel, a musical that opened last 
season to dismissive reviews be¬ 
fore reopening this season in a 
new-and-improved version. But 
Sills was MIA at the matinee I at¬ 
tended, and standby Bryan Batt, 
who had only gone on once before 
in the title role, wasn’t yet able to 
carry a show that remains abjectly 
ordinary. It’s another low-brow 
creation of composer Frank Wild- 
horn, who will soon have three (!) 
musicals running on Broadway, 
when The Civil War joins Pimper¬ 
nel and Jekyll and Hyde. 

Not about ‘Not About’ 

For my final show, I had 
planned to see Not About Nightin¬ 
gales, the early Tennessee Williams 
play that Vanessa and Corin Red¬ 
grave helped resurrect. But the re¬ 
action of colleagues to the revival 
of Death of a Salesman led to a 
last-minute switch. Arthur 
Miller’s dusty tragedy had not 
been high on a list of plays I was 
eager to revisit, but it turned out 
to be an enthralling theatrical ex¬ 
perience. 

Director Robert Falls has cre-

mon mother in the Broadway 
production of Angels in America, 
delivers a brave and wrenching 
performance as an English profes¬ 
sor who teaches poetry as if it 
were physics and who equates 
need with weakness. The story is 
punctuated with acerbic asides 
from the professor, who tells us at 
the outset that she will die, and we 
see how she finally learns to let 
people in at a tragically late mo¬ 
ment in her life. There are plenty 
of laughs along the way, many at 
the expense of hospital protocol, 
but make no mistake: The sob¬ 
bing was pronounced at the end. 

Paul Rudnick, who, in Jeffrey, 
also wrote a play that found life 
and laughs in death, is back with 
an ambitious comedy that wres¬ 
tles with the meaning of life. The 
Most Fabulous Story Ever Told 
posits the notion that a superior 
being, if it indeed exists, most cer¬ 
tainly did create Adam and Steve 
in addition to the world’s hetero¬ 
sexuals, who here make only a 
cameo appearance. Instead, we 
watch Adam and Steve through 
the ages, from their earliest mo¬ 
ments of sexual self-discovery in 
the Garden of Eden to their lives 
as a contemporary gay couple. 
Their sometimes rivals, some¬ 
times friends Jane and Mabel 
make periodic appearances 
through the historical journey, at 
one point inventing the wheel 
while their male counterparts are 
discovering important things like 
window treatments. 

Rudnick is a funny guy, to be 
sure, but there are occasional dis¬ 
appointments. A joke about Cal- 
ista Flockhart’s weight, for exam¬ 
ple, gets an easy laugh, but it | 
seems an awfully ephemeral basis 
fcbrjtheatrical bumor. More trou- 
blesome is the play’s approach to 
AIDS, which must inevitably 
arise, but here feels like a manu¬ 
factured plot device that misses its 
dramatic mark. But Fabulous is 
mostly a laugh-out-loud winner, 
and the production is unusually 
lavish for an off-Broadway offer¬ 
ing. The attractive cast will soon 
include Bay Area favorite Lea De- 
Laria as the bull dyke Jane. 

If Rudnick is the funniest gay 
playwright finding mainstream 
success these days, Paula Vogel de¬ 
serves the prize in the lesbian di¬ 
vision. While her Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning play How I Learned to 
Drive had a somber humor, Vogel 
is in a surprisingly zany mood in 
The Mineola Twins. The off- 
Broadway production follows a 
pair of twins — one proper and 
conservative, the other rebellious 
and radical — from their high 
school days in the ’50s through 
the ’80s, when the “good” sister 
has become a right-wing radio 
personality and the “bad” sister is 
a lesbian revolutionary. The in¬ 
comparable Swoosie Kurtz plays 
both sisters with contagious glee. 

Vogel is exploring family, poli¬ 
tics, and ideology, but in a cartoon 
approach that director Joe Man- 
tello’s production captures in nu¬ 
merous ways. He even creates a 
show within the show for gender¬ 
bending costume changes that 
allow Mo Gaffney to play the 
twins’ respective mates and 
Mandy Siegried to play the sisters’ 
discontented children. A pregnant 
Gaffney, unfortunately, is leaving 
the cast, and Julie Kavner (the 
voice of Marge Simpson) has been 
mentioned as a likely candidate to 
replace her. 

Swing low

Got spraypaint? 

W e’ve all seen them and done doubletakes, whether while 
we Ye walking across town or driving along elevated free¬ 
ways overlooking the city: those magnificently altered 
giant billboard advertisements, retouched in devious and often in¬ 
genius ways by furtive artists hell-bent on undermining and ex¬ 
posing the hypocrisy, deception, inanity, societal menace, and plain 
ugliness of in-our-face corporate consumerist propaganda. 

The corporations despise them, naturally, which makes us glad: 
We all know how humorless the corporations can be about message 
tampering, and no one likes a sourpuss. But we love the artists “im¬ 
proving” those commercial messages, because they’re virtually the 
only activists directly confronting the all-pervasiveness of corporate 
brainwashing. For that, they should earn Medals of Honor. 

To our delight, beginning this week, the artists and their liber¬ 
ated works are finally gaining recognition in an imaginative, inter¬ 
active, and highly informative exhibit presented by The LAB and 
Billboard Liberation Front (BLFJ. 

The Art of Midnight Editing, an exhibit highlighting “Two 
Decades of Culture Jamming and Drive-By Advertising Improve¬ 
ment,” documents 20 years of what philosopher Hakim Bey would 
term “poetic terrorism,” by paying tribute to master pranksters — 
true public servants — who “enhance” billboards by altering their 
designs. Among those recognized for their work are John Backderf, 
BLF, D.S. Black, Cicada Corp., Ron English, Hocus Focus, Mark 
Pauline, Processed World Magazine, and Rigo ’99.

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Post-riot grrrls 

Sleater-Kinney release'The Hot Rock'

n some ways, last week’s 

Sleater-Kinney shows at the 
f! Great American Music Hall 
felt like 1994 all over again. That 
was the year the grassroots, femi¬ 
nist-minded, queer-friendly, inde¬ 
pendent music scene tagged “riot 
grrrl” reached its peak, just before 
such luminary bands as Bratmo- 
bile and Bikini Kill imploded or 
faded away. But it was this scene, 
centered around the grrrl-punk 
axis of Olympia, Washington, that 
begot the current darlings of indie 
music, Sleater-Kinney. 

Formed in 1994, Sleater-Kin¬ 
ney arose from the ashes of two 
lesser-known, yet excellent, dyke- 
grrrl bands from that period. 
Back then, guitarist/vocalists 
Corin Tucker and Carrie Brown- 
stein were in Heavens To Betsy 
and Excuse Seventeen, respective¬ 
ly. Having forged a relationship 
while touring together, Tucker 
and Brownstein formed Sleater- 
Kinney after their other bands 
broke up, naming themselves after 
the road their rehearsal space was 
on. Five years, four albums, and 
several drummers later, the rest, as 
they say, is history. 

Still, despite Sleater-Kinney’s 
modest success, it’s obvious they 
haven’t forgotten their riot grrrl 
roots. With their heaps of critical 
accolades and growing fan base, 
the band could have easily signed 
with a major label. Instead, their 
just-released fourth album, The 
Hot Rock, was put out by Kill Rock 
Stars, the same Olympia indie 
label that released 1997’s highly- 
acclaimed Dig Me Out. 

But their indie-cred doesn’t 
stop there. That fact was clearly ev¬ 
ident at their two sold-out shows, 
which displayed the sort of raw en¬ 
ergy, hearts-on-sleeve emotion, 
and fiercely independent spirit that 
the riot grrrl scene was justifiably 
revered for. Unlike their early ’90s 
forebears, however, they also 
played with grace and skill. If the 
original “riot grrrl” term meant 
emphasizing emotion and politics 
over musicianship and talent, then 
Sleater-Kinney must be “post-riot 
grrrl,” because these women can 
definitely play their instruments. 

Fine twine 

The Hot Rock is proof of that, 
with Tucker and Brownstein intri¬ 
cately intertwining their guitars 
and vocals around each other, cre¬ 
ating a unique sound quite unlike 
any other in rock today. At times, 
it sounds as if both women are 
singing lead lines, with Brown- 
stein’s lower, more down-to-earth 
vocal style contrasting sharply 
with the sheer might of Tucker’s 
high caterwauling warble. Add to 
the mix Janet Weiss’ assured 
drumming, along with the lack of 
a bass player, and you’ve got a po¬ 
tent mix of edgy rock. 

Stylistically, The Hot Rock isn’t 
that much of a departure from 
their previous work, although 
things have definitely simmered 
down a bit, musically. Basically, 
Sleater-Kinney is becoming more 
of a rock band than a punk band 
— their arrangements are more 
intricate, and their songwriting 
draws from a broader emotional 
palette. Songs such as “The Size of 
Our Love” and “Don’t Talk Like” 
are slower and more chilled-out 
than much of their previous 
work. “Get Up,” the first single, 
sounds vaguely like a Sonic Youth 
song. There’s an almost playful, 


quirky pop element on a few 
tunes, such as “One Song For You” 
and “Living In Exile.” But while 
they’ve still got their trademark 
dark, blistering songs such as 
“The End of You” and the won¬ 
derful album opener “Start To¬ 
gether,” nothing seems to hit with 
quite the same sonic punch as 


Brownstein was a lively foil for 
Tucker’s stoic, focused presence. 
Often singing with her eyes 
clenched shut, Tucker delivered her 
piercing, razor-sharp wails as if at¬ 
tempting to exorcise demons. It 
was just that sort of raw emotion¬ 
al power that made riot grrrl such 
an inspiring force for so many

some of the best songs off Dig Me 
Out or Call The Doctor. 

Which is probably why the 
crowd of dyke punks and straight 
hipsters at last week’s shows saved 
their biggest cheers for the more 
raucous material from those two 
records, which Sleater-Kinney 
played with ferocious intensity. 
Jumping up and down maniacally, 


young people a few years ago. 

Sleater-Kinney are the natural 
evolution of that spirit, coupling 
their feisty energy and impas¬ 
sioned songwriting with unique 
musicianship. It’s no wonder 
Sleater-Kinney are often touted as 
one of the most exciting indepen¬ 
dent rock bands making music 
today. ▼

:x I ere’s the book that every- 
(:J one’s been talking about at 
w 1 cocktail parties, and it’s 
just as surprising and revealing as 
you’ve heard. The photographs in 
Ken Probst’s (pdr’ne-graf’ik) 
(Twin Palms Publishers, cloth, 
$50) take us backstage in the porn 
industry, and document its basic, 
unglamorous banality. The inter¬ 
est of gay viewers is maximized by 
the fact that only a handful of the 
book’s 48 plates depict heterosex¬ 
ual porn shoots, with the majori¬ 
ty of the rest instantly recogniz¬ 
able as Falcon Studios and Hot 
House Media shoots. You’ve seen 
the arousing videos — now you 
get a peek at the conditions under 
which they were made. See the 
backstage tricks, the surmounting 
of technical impositions at im¬ 
possible shooting sites, the cajol¬ 
ery of recalcitrant cocks, the per¬ 
forming skills necessary when de¬ 
sire needs to be more stop than 
go, and, most especially, the 
longueurs of sex under the bright 
lights. 

Here’s some representative se¬ 
lections from la vie 
pornographique: Chance Caldwell 
works up his dick while looking at 
a girlie magazine; in a background 
so hazy as to seem incidental, Joey 
Stefano exhibits his ass while a 
foreground monitor brings the 
action into the realm of the hard¬ 
core; solidified by boredom, Mark 
Baxter becomes a statue whose 
upturned palm proffers a jar of 
lubricant; a model waits patiently 
with his legs spread while the 
makeup man brushes his testicles 
with powder so they won’t glint 
under the lights; another absent- 
minded model yawns while he 
jacks off; and bottom Johnny Rey 
sports a much-worn look of im¬ 
patience while awaiting top Don¬ 
nie Russo to spring wood. 

At their best, photographer 
Probst’s pictures transform the 
scenes, so that the banality and 
boredom depicted attain not 
merely documentary but artistic 
status. We’re amazed that the half- 
assed efforts result in a finished 
product of any polish at all. And 
it’s more amazing that Probst can 
catch the aspects of beauty that 
hide within such a setting, with a 
soft breeze of silver to his tone 
that mollifies the stereotypically 
harsh black and white of photo¬ 
journalism. Absurd, pathetic, 
strangely touching, and some¬ 
times beautiful, this is a unique 
and revealing collection. 

The nudity in (pdr’ne-graf’ik) 


is casual. There is little here to 
arouse despite a few posed por¬ 
traits of models in full erection, 
such as the delectable “Brennan, 
Pint-sized Adonis,” which iconizes 
Beau Saxon. The penetrative sex 
acts depicted have their ardor 
cooled by the glare of lights, the 
presence of camera and crew, and 
the distancing affect afforded by 
the director’s seemingly disin- 
volved viewing of the action not 
at first hand, but on a monitor. 

Full plates 

Although the collection is lux¬ 
uriously presented, in the expect¬ 
ed Twin Palms fashion, the book 
nevertheless has its distaff side. 
Granting the attractive allure of a 
handful of the plates, which have 
an early-century Stieglitz-like 
haze that provides a soothing at¬ 
mosphere for such hothouse pho¬ 
tographs, this is documentary 
photography, not an art book. 
And at $1 per plate, (pdr’ne- 
graf’ik) is expensive. Past the un¬ 
derstandable desire to see the 
photos once, I question how 
many times the casual viewer 
might take this possession off his 
shelf. Fewer full-size plates and 
several dozen more in a smaller 
format might have better fit the 
nature of the project and its bill. 
That might have allowed a broad¬ 
er range of depiction: the book’s 
pictures are one-sided, docu¬ 
menting chiefly the numbing ef¬ 
fort and the long wait of life on 
the set. Weren’t there any mo¬ 
ments to be had, however fleeting, 
of abundant life, humor, anxiety¬ 
releasing horseplay, or sheer joy in 
sexuality? 

Coupled with the book’s lack 
of a single word from or about 
photographer Probst, with the 
space that could have been direct¬ 
ly devoted to the work at hand 
taken by an evocative yet unnec¬ 
essary and somewhat unrelated 
essay in high literary tone by 
trendy author A. M. Homes, the 
book ultimately seems preten¬ 
tious. 

While it provides some tangy 
yet predictable insights into the 
production of porn, as well as 
several beautiful moments of sex¬ 
uality either in repose or on hold, 
(pdr’ne-graf’ik) might be little 
more, for most viewers, than a 
toss-away collection masquerad¬ 
ing as an art portfolio. The truth is 
somewhere in-between, for 
(pdr’ne-graf’ik) is sui generis, and 
certainly arresting. It’s a collection 
that anyone who has watched 
erotic videos will find of interest, 
and one that a select audience will 
want to own. ▼

and actors portraying the action 
simultaneously. The mutually il¬ 
luminating performances are dis¬ 
patched, it seems to me, faultless¬ 
ly by the various executants. And 
while no one performer conspicu¬ 
ously outstripped the others, indi¬ 
vidual moments burned onto the 
memory. Actress Lauren Tom’s 
prolonged convulsion into death 
by starvation seemed almost su¬ 
perhuman. Ying Huang’s singing 
coursed through the stratosphere 
with an agility and penetration 
that frequently defied compre¬ 
hension (but always made deep 
dramatic sense). And Michael 
Schumacher’s contortionist danc¬ 
ing caught the young scholar’s 
passionate agony to a literal turn. 

But the deepest marvel is Sell¬ 
ars’ direction. In all the perform¬ 
ing frames, the story is told 
through movement. What has al¬ 
ways distinguished his work is the 
way he builds his shows on his 
performers, sculpting on their liq-

uid forms and infinitely malleable 
sounds the literally telling dra¬ 
matic gestures. Peony Pavilion is a 
miracle of movement, which 
would have told its tale with sin¬ 
gular clarity if the sound were si¬ 
lenced and the gadgetry all un¬ 
plugged. The movement speaks in 
many tongues, each immutably 
individual, none more eloquent 
than another, all in mesmerizing 
synch. It emerges, in every sense

If $ he Plush Room, after repeat¬ 
ed rumors of closing, has re- 
11 cently reemerged as one of 
the country’s best venues for the 
intimate musical performances 
known as cabaret.

Drug Interactions: Although clinical studies have not been conducted, induction of CYP3A by nevirapine 
may result in lower plasma concentrations of other concomitantly administered drugs that are extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A. (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, if a patient has been stabilized on a 
dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNE', dose adjust¬ 
ments may be necessary. 

Rifampin/Rifabutin: There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when 
nevirapine and rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in 
combination if clearly indicated and with careful monitoring. 

Protease Inhibitors: Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of protease inhibitors. Therefore, 
until clinical data are available that evaluate the need for dose adjustments, these drugs should not be 
administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE-. 

Oral Contraceptives: There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral 
contraceptives. Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal 
contraceptives); therefore, these drugs should not be administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE®. 
Information lor Patients: Patients should be informed that VIRAMUNP is not a cure for HIV-1 infection, and 
that they may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. Treafment with VIRAMUNP has not been shown to reduce the incidence or frequency of 
such illnesses, and patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNP. 
Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIRAMUNE® are unknown at this time. They 
should also be informed that VIRAMUNP therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission 
of HIV-1 to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be instructed that the major toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash and should be advised to 
promptly notify their physician of any rash. The majority of rashes associated with VIRAMUNE" occur with¬ 
in the first 6 weeks of initiation of therapy. Therefore, patients should be monitored carefully for the appear¬ 
ance of rash during this period. Patients should be instructed that dose escalation is not to occur if any rash 
occurs during the two-week lead-in dosing period, until the rash resolves. Any patient experiencing severe 
rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, 
swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise should discontinue medication and consult a physician. 
Patients should be informed to take VIRAMUNE* every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the 
dose without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as 
possible. However, if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

VIRAMUNP may interact with some drugs; therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor 
the use of any other medications. 

Patients should be instructed that oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control 
should not be used as a method of contraception in women taking VIRAMUNE®. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis, Impairment ol Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
mutagenic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
gene mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and E. coll), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHQ/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE*. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies 
performed in pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at 
doses providing systemic exposure approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the rec¬ 
ommended human clinical dose. The maternal and developmental no-observable-effect level dosages in 
rats and rabbits produced systemic exposures approximately equivalent to or approximately 50% higher, 
respectively, than those seen at the recommended daily human dose, based on AUC. There are no adequate 
and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. VIRAMUNE* should be used during pregnancy only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 


Nursing Mothers: Preliminary results from an ongoing pharmacokinetic study (ACTG 250) of 10 HIV-1- 
infected pregnant women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNE® at a 
median of 5.8 hours before delivery, indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found 
in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking 
postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE®. 
Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients have not been established. 
VIRAMUNE* has been studied in two open-label, uncontrolled trials (Bl 882, Bl 892) in 37 HIV-1-infected 
pediatric patients with a median age of 0.9 years (range: 0.1 to 15 years) who were treated for a median 
duration of 20.7 months. Seven patients developed rashes while receiving VIRAMUNE®. In an ongoing, 
controlled trial of VIRAMUNE® combination therapy in HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (ACTG 245), one 
of approximately 288 patients treated with VIRAMUNE® experienced Stevens-Johnson syndrome. 

Because there are no data on multi-dose pharmacokinetics in children, no recommendation on dosing 
can be made. Based on single-dose pharmacokinetics in 9 HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (age 9 mos. 
to 14 years) who were administered nevirapine in a suspension formulation, it appears that oral clearance 
is approximately 2-fold greater in children when compared to adults. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE* therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNP is rash, with VIRAMUNE'-attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/ill controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNP experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of VIRAMUNE'-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNE® due to rash.

McBroom conscientiously 
credits the songwriters, singing 
such standards as Carmichael’s 
“Baltimore Oriole” and Rodgers 
& Hart’s “My Funny Valentine,” as 
well as contemporary songs like 
Lori Lieberman’s “Girl Writing a 
Letter” and Rupert Holmes’“Peo¬ 
ple That You Never Get to Love.” 
In addition, she weaves in many of 
her own well-crafted composi¬ 
tions. 

She recounts a story of how, 
when she was in a New York show, 
Dorothy Fields befriended her 
and generously offered her $300 
to fly in her much-missed 
boyfriend, telling her, “Romance 
is important.” McBroom obvious¬ 
ly concurs, segueing into an in¬ 
spired mini-movie medley of a 
romantic relationship: Fields’ 
“The Way You Look Tonight,” her 
own “Dance,” and Craig Carnelia’s 
“You Can Have the TV.” 

McBroom acknowledges a 
special place in her heart for San 
Francisco, where she got her first 
apartment and her first Equity 
card (while she was in Jacques Brel 
is Alive and Well at Marine’s 
Memorial). She later sings Brel’s 
“Carousel,” descending into the 
terrifying maelstrom of manic 
madness. 

Generously offering a solo turn 
to her inspired accompanist Joel 
Silberman, whom she describes as 
the “Sutter Street Symphony Or¬ 
chestra,” McBroom then performs 
“The Rose,” the song for which she 
is perhaps most well-known. Her 
other compositions are equally 
wise and witty: a skewering of 
Martha Stewart, a personal “You 
Wouldn’t Want to See Me,” and 
the soaring “Make Me a Kite.” 

Since she is theatrical almost to 
excess, one gets the sense that 
McBroom’s every word and move 
have been consciously choreo¬ 
graphed and controlled. If Wen¬ 
del was raucous and raw, Me 
Broom is polished and poised. 
Demonstrating the range of the 
possibility of cabaret, both of 
these veteran performers offer re¬ 
warding evenings of song, sharing 
their delightful stories with atten¬ 
tive audiences. ▼

** pening night of Robert 
>... Moses’ Kin at Theatre Ar- 
• taud in San Francisco this 
past weekend, just before the cur¬ 
tain, I noticed reading the pro¬ 
gram that the last piece was going 
to be a series of four solos danced 
by Moses. I couldn’t help but 
wonder why anyone would close 
a program that way, since most 
companies finish up with every¬ 
body on stage in a grand finale. In 
this case, it was a matter of saving 
the best for last. 

The evening is a marathon of 
world premieres with only one 
previously seen work. Moses 
choreographed Glass , a piece in 
five sections, to music by Last For¬ 
ever, Michael Nyman, and Kaine, 
and traditional music of Burundi. 
In contrast to his more high-en¬ 
ergy works, this one is slower and 
more measured. In each section, 
he places a soloist or duo against a 
group of dancers acting as a kind 
of Greek chorus, either in the 
background, at the side of the 
stage, or in one case, in the fore¬ 
ground. The chorus has a lot of 
minutely detailed hand and arm 
movements, a welcome change 
from much San Francisco mod¬ 
ern/postmodern choreography, in 
which the limbs and head are 
used in a less refined way. Moses’ 
ability to combine the various 
training styles of his dancers, 
from classical ballet through 
modern and on to popular and 
folkloric, is remarkable. He has, 
developed a movement vocabu¬ 
lary that is intriguing and vari¬ 
able, yet still identifiable as his 
own. Tristan Ching, as always, 
brings strength and beauty to her 
dancing. I am moved by the ten¬ 
der expressiveness of Tianne 
Frias, who uses her face and body 
to show the feelings beyond the 
steps themselves. 

In Buffalo Avenue (The Patri¬ 
ots), Moses employs a lot of part¬ 
nering, daring throws, and innov¬ 
ative lifts, for opposite-sex couples 
as well as same-sex ones. There is 
much of that supercharged danc¬ 
ing for which Moses is noted. I 
also liked the intentional lack of 
symmetry, so much more interest¬ 
ing visually. The hottest dancing 
belongs to two Cuban transplants, 
Ramon Ramos Alayo and Silfredo 
La O Vigo, and Moses himself. 
These men fearlessly throw them¬ 
selves through the air, spin, literal¬ 
ly bounce off each other. They 
prove again that solid technique 
serving artistic aspirations is an 
unrivaled combination. 

Ethel May Marshall: Four Solos 
for Her Son, the last and best piece 
on the program, was choreo¬ 
graphed by four prominent local 
artists, Alonzo King, Margaret 
Jenkins, KT Nelson and Sara Shel¬ 
ton Mann. Purportedly inspired

ated a production that literally 
breaks through walls, mirroring 
the disintegration of Willy 
Loman’s mind. Brian Dennehy, 
an actor of imposing presence, is 
intriguingly cast against type as 
the belittled title character. It’s a 
raw and powerful performance 
that helps reawaken a slumber¬ 
ing classic by making it a per¬ 
sonal rather than iconographic 
tale.

by each choreographer’s impres¬ 
sions of Moses as a dancer, chore¬ 
ographer, artist and friend, and 
loosely guided by the theme of bi¬ 
ography, each solo is an attempt 
by each creator to exploit Moses’ 
unique talents. The piece opens 
with King’s Untitled to music of 
Deborah Thompson. Two short 
rows of chairs upstage right sug¬ 
gest church pews, an apt image for 
a performer with Moses’ spiritual 
quality. While Moses danced well, 
his steps didn’t always seem con¬ 
nected to the music in a more 
than superficial way, and they 
seemed almost superimposed on 
Moses, not really exploiting his 
strengths. 

Full Wings and Scram by Mar¬ 
garet Jenkins proved to be some¬ 
what the opposite. Performing in 
silence eliminated the link to an 
aural landscape and allowed 
Moses to be more of just who he 
is, a wonderful dancer playing in 
time and space. Because KT Nel¬ 
son worked with Moses for ten 
years during his tenure at 
ODC/SF, she was able to capture 
even more of his depth in Talking 
to the Sky. To an excerpt from 
Gorecki’s Symphony #3, Nelson 
shows the human and spiritual 
part of this dancer. Though this 
section is too long, Moses is al¬ 
ways interesting to watch. 

But Sara Shelton Mann’s BOB 
was the most compelling explo¬ 
ration of Moses on every level. 
The lights come up on a stage 
dressed with a circle of sand, a 
human skull and burning candles. 
Upstage lies a twisted skeleton 
under a hanging screen. Ice Cube 
is heard, rapping about life in the 
ghetto. Moses sits in the circle and 
performs rituals, pouring melted 
wax and water onto himself. A 
film of Moses dancing in different 
urban locales appears onscreen, 
and Moses dances in counter¬ 
point to the recorded image. The 


impact of all this is to understand, 
or at least glimpse, Moses as a 
black man, a dancer, an artist and 
human being, managing to thrive 
and create something of beauty 
and power. Both Mann and Moses 
succeed extremely well. ▼
